NANALMO — Nanaimo 
coroner's jury deliberated for 
one and a quarter hours be¬ 
fore delivering a verdict 
Thursday in which it blamed 
a 28-year-old Squamish man 
for the .Nanaimo oil tank fai'in 
tim Sept. 7. 

Two persons died a* a vc- 
suit of the $2.6 million blaze, 
including Michael Tychonick. 
the man blamed for it. 

The other victim was Nan¬ 
aimo volunteer fireman Ber¬ 
nard Morie/. 60. who died 
after an explosion while try¬ 
ing to move a fuel truck away 
from the scene. 

The jury found that the ac¬ 
tion of Ty<dionlck as respon-

sible for the fire which led to 
Ills “unnatural death.” 
ever, the jury was unable to 
determine whether he caused 
the fire deliberately or ac¬ 
cidentally. 

Tychonick died in the burn 
unit of Vancouver General 
Hospital Oct. 20. 

Tlie juiy also ruled that 
Morie/' death was unnatural 
and accidental, and that he 
died in the line of duty. 

The jury commended 
Moriez and the Nanaimo fire 
department in fighting an e.x- 
tremely dangerous Are. and 


"for their professional con¬ 
duct in tlie face of a fii*e un¬ 
precedented In Canada.” 

In Thursday's testimonj-, 
the jury was given a personal¬ 
ity profile ot Tychonick from 
Nanaimo psychiatrist Dr. 
Robin Molyneaux. from of¬ 
ficial documents that the doc¬ 
tor had studied. 

He said Tychonick had with 
two other youths set three 
fires in North Vancouver in 
1958 and was severely burned 
from the waist up. 

The doctor said there were 
several other fire-setting in¬ 


cidents up to 1970 in Tychon- 
ick's life. 

Dr. .VIolyneaux .said Tychon¬ 
ick bud a disturbed back¬ 
ground and wa.s repeatedly in¬ 
volved In aggressive, anti¬ 
social acts. 

He add^ddiul S’yt-honiok 
had a “samKfic trend toward 
others while In school.” and 
was described at age 15 as a 
“hardened criminal” by a 
school principal. 

The doctor said that at the 
time of the fire, Tychonick 
was frustrated. 

He said the victim’s boat 
had been imiiounded; his 


driver's licence suspended for 
24 hours, and he was suffering 
sexual frustration because an 
involvement he had was com¬ 
ing to an end after a Icngttiy 
relationship. 

Molyneaux said Tychaiiok 
used both drugs and alcohol. 
On the morning of the fire 
Ty’chonick had not intended to 
kill himself — he was 
“expressing rage and anger.” 
the psychiatrist said. 

■‘The opportunity to start 
tlie fire presented iUself and 
he took advantage of it.” 

’The doctor added, however, 
that had there been an obvi¬ 
ous deterrent such as an ex¬ 
tremely high fence or a 
guai'd, Tychonick “probably 
would not have proceeded.”

Connaghan is the former 
head negotiator for construe- 
tion companies in B.C.. and 
wrote a report for die federal 
gov'einmcnt on whether Cana¬ 
dian lalxir relations could ben¬ 
efit from West Germany's 
8t.vle of industrial democracy. 

The United States will de¬ 
velop a model of its own for 
worker p.ariicipation or c«>- 
managemenl within the ne.'l 
decade, Connaghan said dur-' 
ing the discussion, and an “al¬ 
ready |>erceptihle trend ... . 
will continue to grow" ^'ery- 
where in Canada except B.C. 

He said he excluded B.C. 
because its labor relations 
“are far too primitive to han¬ 
dle the level ot sophistication” 
required by new approaches.

1960s because of lack of co-operation fipm the 
RCMP. 

It .said there was considerable mistiust and 
friction betw'een the RCMP and the aimed forces 
intelligence branch. 

The intelligence and security directorate of the 
aimed forces Is headed by a general officer, Walter 
Etabros, the newspaper said. 

It said the Dabros unit undeitook surveillance 
of univeisity campuses in 1969 and 1970 despite 
federal pcriicy directives to the contrary.

He said Dwight Eisenhower 
was the first (iresident to de^ 
egate such authority to field 
i-ommanders and both John 
Kennedy and Lyndon .Johnson 
renewed the authorization. 

“I don't know what the situ¬ 
ation i* today under President 
Carter,” he told a new** con- 
lerence, “but 1 have heard 
that president Richard Nixon 
renewed this authorization 


with certain modifications.” 

Ellsberg said he learned of 
the matter when he ques- 
tione<l commanders during 
field tri|>s for the White House 
and the defence depaiimenl. 

He said a maior in Kunsan, 
Korea, had 12 planes at his 
disposal in 1960, each cann¬ 
ing a 1.1 megaton Iximb.

The drift 
at river’s mouth 


BITS AND PIECES of news drifting out of 
Duncan make an interesting pattern when put 
together and leave us convinced that the Cowi- 
chan River estuary remains a battleground be¬ 
tween environmentalists and forest products 
companies. 

There is word, for example, that Environ¬ 
ment Minister Jim Nielsen will now insist on an 
environmental Impact study for any proposed 
development on the estuary and that the study 
must be prepared by the proponent. 

Score one for the environmentalists, you say 

— until you are reminded that provincial govern¬ 
ment policy in recent years was “status quo” — 
leave it as is — on the estuary until the Environ¬ 
ment and Land Use Committee of the provincial 
cabinet changed that this year to “let's see if we 
can arrange trade-offs.” 

This policy change came despite consider¬ 
able biological assessment of the estuary, all of 
it saying in effect: leave this sensitive spot 
alone. 

So the environmental impact assessment 
edict, far from assuring protection of the es- 
tua •-> just confirms the government door is open 
to .such things as new mill proposals. 

I.,et's consider Neilsen's ruling that the study 
must be prepared by the proponent. Sounds 
good. The taxpayers don't get stuck with the bill. 

But when people with development plans 
have to hire consultants, it is clearly un¬ 
derstood that the consultant is not hired to 
produce reasons why a project should not 
go ahead That doesn't mean a consultant will 
bend his findings to suit his client’s case. But it is 
human nature to concentrate on factors the 
person who's paying you wants. 

What is wanted is impact studies designed, 
overseen and assessed by government agencies 

— and paid for by the proponent. 

Bui not in the case of the Cowichan River 
estuary There have been ample studies showing 
that this critical channel for migrating salmon is 
threatened by industrial development. 

The immediate policy should be “status 
quo” with a really enlightened Environment and 
Land Use Committee drafting long-term pro¬ 
posals for getting the mill, log-dumping, bwm 
storage and shipping operations out of there.

For I stood, with 
hundreds of others, in com¬ 
pany with inordinately brave 
men: men — what was left of 
them — from the prison 
mines of Japan; from the

Education marches on 
— to greater ignorance 


MONTREAL - it seems 
that nobody can resist tarn 
pering with what is left of our 
educational system. Now the 
experts are saying that Eng¬ 
lish should not be taught to 
French children on the 
grounds that it might en 
danger their health. 

My sympathies are with 
the kids, because I was in 
school when the experts and 
theorists — those who knew 
what was best for a growing 
child — first got their paws on 
the school system. And let me 
tell you, it was kind of confus¬ 
ing. 

it happened. I vaguely re¬ 
member, about the time that 
those wonderful organiza¬ 
tions. variously known as the 
Parents and Teachers Asso¬ 
ciation or the Home and 
School Association, came into 
being. 

1 remember because my 
mother was a teacher. After 
she would put in a full day's 
w ork, very'often she would be 
impaled by an evening meet¬ 
ing of our local group of edu¬ 
cation enthusia.sls. My moth 
er's most searing oath was 
the’phrase, “Heavenly dew 
drops,” but as these sessions 
continued I felt that she was 
searching for something 
more soul-satisfying to say. 

Anyway. 1 passed through 
grammar school unscathed. I 
was taught in the old-fa 
shioned manner and like 
every-child I complained 
about too much homework 
and suffered the occasional 
belt from an exasperated 
teacher. 

But. as I said, no harm was 
done as far as I know. 

In my first year of high 
school it was the same. I car-^ 
ried the normal nine sub¬ 
jects, with six of them — such 
as the incomprehensible al¬ 
gebra and geometry and the 
mind-bending Latin and 
French — being mandatory. 
No fooling around. You had to 
gel a passing grade in those 
or you stay^ in high school 
until you grew a beard. 

But a little later things 
changed drastically. Sudden 
ly some group decided that 
those little dears in high 
school were being worked loo 
hard My work load dropped 
from nine courses to five. 

Latin and French mys¬ 
teriously disappeared. Of 
course a student could volun¬ 
teer to take them, but very 
early in life I had learned 
never to volunteer. 

The thinking behind this 
change was that not only 
would the student not have to 
toil so hard, he or she would 
have lime in which to enrich 
their lives with outside, and 
broadening, activities? 

They were right. 1 had 
miK-h more time to follow my 
two favorite cultural activi¬ 
ties — playing hockey and 
hookey. 

My work load, in fact, got 
so light that whereas when I 
was In my first high school 
year carrying nine subjects, 
my marks were respectable, 
with five subjects, I finished 
my lime with a barely pass¬ 
ing mark. 

My mother, who still keeps 
a close eye on the school sys¬ 
tem even though long retired, 
was talking about this trend 
towards making school a 
sugar-coated proposition. .She 



had found out that nobody 
had to learn anything any 
more. 

Students were automatical¬ 
ly advanced by age, no 
knowledge required. 

She vras horrified, as she 
told me. about a friend's 
plight. He had a daughter. 
She went through grammar 
school, high school and then 
attended a very expensive 
college. When the girl gra¬ 
duated. mother had a tea 
party for her. 

The inevitable “thank you" 
note arrived, and mother dis 


covered the girl could not 
write or spell. She mentioned 
this to the girl’s father. He 
said it was even worse than 
she thought. 

He had discovered she 
couldn't read or even add. 
When she ^aduated she had 
delighted his heart when she 
said she wanted to go into the 
family business. He had no 
son. the family had owned 
this business for over 200 
years, now the tradition 
would live on through his 
daughter. 

He decided to train her as 
his father had trained him, by 
having her work in the vari¬ 
ous departments, so in a few 
years he and his wife could 
walk off into the sunset know 
ing all was well. He started 
her in the warehouse, keep 
ing track of what came in and 
what went out 

It was then he discovered 
that he had produced, as he 
put it, “a $50,000 illiterate."

PUBUC AWARENESS of government spending 
has become a tangible asset In the never-ending battle 
to bring our elected representatlm to some sort of 
financial responsibility before the whole piggy bank is 
emptied. Citizens scream loud enough, elected repre¬ 
sentatives squirm — and In many instances, come to 
the heel position. 

Now there are also some elected representatives 
smart enough to do their own screaming about bureau¬ 
cratic spending excesses. Some even campaign on 
such a platform. 

Ron McKenzie has been a Victoria alderman for 
some time now and When he was first fighting for the 
position, he did. In fact, campaign on the simple 
premise that government should be run on a business¬ 
like basis. As a successful businessman himself, he 
reasoned the same principles should be applied to the 
spending of the people's money. 

McKenzie has been the recipient of some rather 
heavy flak for a variety of reasons during his 
aldermanic tenured Some of It no doubt Justified. But in 
the area of financial responsibility, he does not de¬ 
serve the flak. He has operated on the very promise he 
made prior to election day — that he would watch the 
bucks. 

However and because he recently spoke out 
against a whopping 30 per cent increase asked for by 
the community health services board for next year, 
McKenzie was the target for criticism along the lines 
of being too simplistic In his charges. McKenzie had 
put it this way. Government knows just how much 
money will be generated through taxation, therefore, 
all government spending must be apportioned within 
the framework of Incoma/ In other words, here it is, 
chaps, take your slice, but remember, there isn't any 
more. 


A COUPLE OF YEARS ago the mayor of Buffalo 
made precisely the same speech to civic employees. 
He told them there was so much money available for 
salaries and that if they wanted big wage increases, 
fine, take them. The caution being, naturally, that if 
such increases were to be met. a goodly numter of the 
work force would have to be laid off. The Buffalo 
mayor's point sunk in — they stayed within budget and 
the mayor received hosannahs from the citizens. 

Just recently provincial finance minister Evan 
Wolfe said his government would reduce spending by 
four per cent next year. 


“FOR THE FIRST TIME in two decades or 
more," Wolfe said, "we have been jolted to the certain 
realization that we have been living beyond our 
means." 

McKenzie takes what should be the natural reac¬ 
tion — if the provincial government can make such a 
spending cut, why not civic government? 

“It can be done,” McKenzie argues. "If workers 
salary increases are limited to six per cent by the 
AIB, how can we jack up taxes by IS per cent?” 

The IS per cent tax increase is another McKenzie 
prediction that has come In for fire. Fpilow alderman 
Murray Glazier replied that an overall tax Increase 
was not expected. However, Mayor Mike Young said 
the budget total will be higher and it is a little hard to 
argue that an increased budget will not bring about 
Increased taxes. 

McKenzie works out the IS per cent hike this way. 
There will be a built-in Increase of 10 per cent 
(average) increase on single family homes and du¬ 
plexes next year because of a provincial government 
legislated tax shift from industrial and commercial 
properties. He adds on another five per cent due to an 
increase in the school budget. Total, IS per cent. 
McKenzie might be out a percentage point or two. but I 
think we have to assume he is correct in Figuring a 
fairly large hike. 

So let us not knock Ron McKenzie for his zeal in 
trying to cut back 'on spending. It's our money he's 
trying to save, our money he's trying to use in a more 
financially-responsible manner. I wish more eiected 
representatives would exhibit the same penny-pinch¬ 
ing abilities. ..

I hope that the provision in 
the Public Schools Act for 
daily scripture reading in the 
schools will not be repealed. 
As matters stand, the reading 
and the recitation of the 
Lord's Prayer are left to the 
discretion of the teachers, 
unless a school board decides 
to take a firm stand, which 1 
believe is their right. Note 
that In the regulations con¬ 
scientious objectors among 
teachers and students are ex¬ 
cused. 

I am grateful that, when I 
went to school, we had a 
scripture class, where we 
read and studied parts of the 
Old Testament as well as one 
or two gospels. We also were 
required to memorize small 
parts, some of which I still 
remember and stand me in 
good stead. 

I regret that I do not take 
the time to read the Bible 
regularly. Our children do 
not either, and I feel they are 
missing out. At least, if the 
“compulsory” readings were 
done, they would be exposed 
to their heritage and prob¬ 
ably pick up inspiration from 
the beautiful expressive lan¬ 
guage (King James' version) 
and universal principles of 
action to be found. 

ITie selections were chosen 
with care by teachers and 
clergy of various denomina¬ 
tions, who should be con¬ 
cerned with character as well 
as knowledge. 

As a parent 1 endorse the 
principles behind these com¬ 
pulsory readings. We must 
not force them down any¬ 
body's throat, but let us not 
dispense with them. Let us 
leave the matter up to Indi¬ 
vidual conscience as is pro¬ 
vided in the regulations. 

Personally, if the teachers 
objected to the pornography 
greeting us all in the commu¬ 
nity and through the media, I 
would be sympathetic. 

My stand on religious edu¬ 
cation is — we have a Chris¬ 
tian heritage. So let us try to 
pass it on. We cannot logical¬ 
ly expect people of many dif¬ 
ferent, backgrounds to wor¬ 
ship God in the same way. 
Let us learn something about 
our own and be Intelligent 
about accepting the rights of 
others to their own convic¬ 
tions. 

Children do not choose as 
much as learn from example. 
The message they are getting 
is that religion is not impor¬ 
tant, including our own 
Christian religion.

Before and during the Sec¬ 
ond World War we civvies 
arrived in Great Britain from 
Canada by the hundreds. 

Some of us had paid our 
passage, some worked it and 
no douhl a few stowed away 
on ships. All of us had a com¬ 
mon objective to join the 
British Forces. Most of us I 
am sure had decided to join 
the RAF. Most of the women 
(.ves there were women loo) 
joined the WAAF. The men 
who joined the RAF became 
everything from lorry driv¬ 
ers to pilots but I am sure all 
joined with a desire to be¬ 
come air crew. It wasn't long 
before we were scattered all 
over Great Britain undergo¬ 
ing training and soon we were 
serving in many parts of the 
world. 

We were Johns. Bills, Roys, 
Madges, Marys and Mar¬ 
garets but to the Britisher we 
were just plain Canada. Of 
course personnel of the RCA. 
KCN and RCAF were also 
called Canada, but as Cana¬ 
dians who were'actually In 
British units, we were a rare 
breed and much mure notice¬ 


able. We were constantly 
asked why we had joined the 
British forces when our own 
country paid so much more. 

We were asked If we lived 
near Tisdale, Saskatchewan 
Blairmore, Alberta or Horse¬ 
fly, B.C. There was always 
someone who had an aunt on 
a farm there. We were kidded 
and asked if our aunts had six 
legs. If we were true Cana¬ 
dians we chewed gum. ate hot 
dogs, drank coffee, played 
poker, were great skaters, al¬ 
ways experienced at least 10 
feet of snow each winter, 
loved corn on the cob, peanut 
butter and had at least one 
relative in the RCMP. 

We shared our parcels 
from home of cigarettes and 
candy with our British bud¬ 
dies and sometimes with 
their families. Many of us 
have fond memories of our 
association with the Bri¬ 
tisher. We remember the 
rough and the smooth times 
aboard Royal Navy ships 
tossing on the high seas. We 
remember being packed like 
sardines on heavily laden 
troop ships bound for the Far 
East. We remember isolated 


outposts, steamy jungles and 
all the time we had together 
In those places to compare 
our countries, our way of life, 
our families, our dreams and 
plans for the future. 

I can still hear the voices in 
the billets, the barracks, the 
bunks, the bashas and the 
tents. "Hey 'Canada' going to 
the flicks tonight?” “Say 
'Canada' how about ten bub 
till pay parade?” 

A few of us Canadas In the 
British Forces were decorat¬ 
ed. borne were killed In action 
and were burled in foreign 
lands. Some of us married 
British girls and came home 
to raise a new generation of 
Canadians. 

All of us I am sure gained a 
great deal from our unique 
experience and like to believe 
we have a broader and better 
understanding of our fellow 
man. It was a special time for 
us a special group, so wher 
ever you are out there 'Cana¬ 
da' maybe these few words 
will jog your memory on Ar¬ 
mistice Day. ■

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Acie’s helmet

MANSTON, England (AP) — A great-nephew 
of Germany’s legendary First World War fighter 
pilot, the Red Baron, came here this week to 
present the ace’s flying helmet to the Royal Air 
Force. 

The Red Baron was Baron Manfred von 
Richthofen. He gained his nickname from the 
color of his Fokker triplane and shot down 80 
aircraft before he was killed in action in 
1918. 

The nephew. Baron Donat von Richthofen, 
said he decided to present the leather helmet to 
the RAF for their museum at Hendon near Lon¬ 
don in recognition of British admiration for his 
great-uncle. 

Accompanied by his wife. Baroness Sissi, von 
Richthofl^ flew in an RAF plane to this Second 
World War Battle of Britain airfield in southern 
England. The couple was greeted by the station’s 
commanding officer. Wing Commander Neville 
Bulpitt. 

The helmet was discovered two months ago. 
Baron von Richthofen said. It is reported the Red 
Baron presented it to a girlfriend in Vienna. 


Agency ties 
liquid diets 
to deaths 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The United Slates Food and 
Drug Administration has an¬ 
nounced it has "every reason 
to believe that the liquid pro¬ 
tein diet was at least a contri¬ 
buting factor” in the deaths 
of 10 obese women who lost 
an average of 90 pounds using 
the popular modified fast 
diet. 

FDA commissioner Donald 
Kennedy said investigators 
at the U.S. Centre for Disease 
Control in Atlanta found that 
the women, between 95 and 44 
years old. “all died suddenly, 
without previous symptoms, 
of heart irregularities— 
either while on the diet or 
■shortly after going off it.” 

Kennedy said in his state¬ 
ment that further study of the 
deaths was needed. But he 
warned consumers not to go 
on the diet without close 
medical supervision, saying: 
Tt is clear that the low-calo¬ 
rie protein diets, especially 
the liquid protein diets, have 
great potential for damage. 

“Promotional messages 
aimed at the public downplay 
the strenuous nature of the 
diet and fail to say that it may 
be extremely hazardous for 
.some people.” 

Earlier, an FDA spokes¬ 
man saidtheagencywas 


considering a regulation re¬ 
quiring that every bottle of 
liquid protein carry a label 
warning that the substance 
can be dangerous and should 
not be tried without medical 
supervision. 

Kennedy said his agency 
has little authority to regu¬ 
late advertising of the popu¬ 
lar predigested protein prod¬ 
ucts because they are classi¬ 
fied as foods and not drugs or 
food additives, which get 
stricter federal scrutiny. 

But he said his agency 
would immediately inform 
the medical community 
about the risks associated 
with the diet and “to be alert 
for any warning signs of im¬ 
pending cardiovascular dis¬ 
orders." 

He also said the govern 
ment would inspect plants 
and testing products to find 
out how they were made and 
what was in them as well as 
checking the accuracy of 
product labels.

Johns rates rabid praise

NEW YORK, N.y. — The 
recent reception of Jasper 
Johns in the press amounts to 
canonization. It seems a safe 
bet that never in the history 
of art has a living artist re¬ 
ceived as much attention — 
not in the sense of razzle-daz- 
zle but rabid, unstinted 
praise. 

Johns is currently being 
honored by massive retro¬ 
spective at the Whitney Mu¬ 
seum of Art — 201 works 
spanning 22 years. 

After it closes at the Whit¬ 
ney on Jan. 22, the show will 
embark on an international 
tour of prodigious propor¬ 
tions for a living American 
artist. It will travel to the 
Museum Kudwig in Cologne, 
the Centre Georges Pompi¬ 
dou in Paris, the Hayward 
Gallery in London, the Seibu 
Museum of Art in Tokyo, and 
the San Francisco Museum of 
Art. 

The question posed by the 
retrospective is whether the 
body of that work is strong 
enough to support the weight 
of all the adulation. 
Johns.and to somewhat less¬ 
er extent his old buddy Ro¬ 
bert Rauschenberg, who was 
al^o given a retrospective 
this year, have been hailed as 
the twin fathers of Pop Art. 

But more important. 
Johns, who was the first to 
receive recognition when the 
redoubtable dealer Leo Cas- 
telli exhibited his famous 
flags, targets, and number 
paintings in 1958, is credited 
with being the founder or 
rather the progenitor of the 
conceptual movement. 

Johns’ great artistic contri¬ 
bution was the philosophical 
conundrum. Reacting

against the painterly emo¬ 
tionalism of the abstract ex¬ 
pressionists, he redirected 
art toward perceptual tar¬ 
gets. He focused his aesthetic 
inquiry on the nature of reali¬ 
ty, the relativity of reality to 
the person perceiving it, and 
to its presentation. 

For example, is a painting 
of a target a targeL or is it a 
painting of a target Is it any 
more or any less real because 
it is treated as “art”? What, 
in short, is the relationship of 
art to life? 

Because these were the 
kinds of questions he wished 
to raise, Johns worked with 
real objects no matter how 
mundane. In fact, the more 
mundane the better because 
flashlights, shoes, and 
brooms are sufficiently de¬ 
void of personal meaning that 
the viewer can react to the 
idea behind the work rather 
than the objects themselves. 

Given his motives,!! is not 
surprising that many of 
Johns' paintings treat the 
same subject or theme over 
and over again, but each 
time in a slightly different 
way. The series of litho¬ 
graphs depicting the numer¬ 
als “0-9" that he continues to 
produce are subtle variations 
that again stress context 
rather than subject. 

The numbers, which are 
not real objects themselves 
but abstractions, convey the 
message of infinite mutabili¬ 
ty. Everything keeps chang¬ 
ing, and at any given moment 
what you see is what you get. 

.This concern also explains 


the occurrence of incongrui¬ 
ties in Johns’ works — a 
painting such as False Start 
appears with patches of color 
incorrectly labeled — a 
splotch of yellow read “red,’’ 
for example. Or a painting 
may incorporate a Dadaist 
“found” object such as a 
ruler, mirror, a piece of 
wood, even a chair. 

There is a pronounced ele¬ 
ment of collage in Johns’ 
works — the paintings seem 
to have grown in layers — 
newspaper, paint, encaustic, 
and real objects — like sub¬ 
strata of the earth, and the 
lithograph is inherently an 
aggregate of surface upon 
surface, skin upon skin. The 
complexity of these works not 
only testifies to Johns’ re¬ 
markable proficiency as an 
artist but reinforces the im¬ 
pression of existential ambi¬ 
guity. 

Johns is a very difficult ar¬ 
tist, not in the sense of tem- 
permental but esoteric. Al¬ 
though some critics have 
raved about John’s handling 
of paint, most of his works 
are visually unappealing. 
They are intentionally geared 
to the intellect rather than 
the senses, and if you're not 
operating on the same wave- 
legth, forget it. Your reaction

will be one of frustration and 
irritation. 

But there is another aspect 
of the difficulty with his 
works, and that is the atmo¬ 
sphere of profound alienation 
that they evoke. Johns admit¬ 
ted in the retrospective's cat¬ 
alog that his usual emotion 
while working was “bore¬ 


dom,” and his art reflects a 
disturbing detachment not 
only from the world but from 
himself. 

There is something rather 
frightening in this lack, rath¬ 
er this eradication, of feeling, 
and one detects a mood be¬ 
neath not too distant from 
despair.

the stage for the rally over 
the last couple of weeks. 

He cited a spreading belief 
that upward pressure on in¬ 
terest rates was easing, as 


well as diminishing fears of 
an economic slump. 

Ihe interefit-rate hopes got 
scHpe support at the NTSE 
close Thursday when the 
board reported a decline in 
the money supply that pre- 
sumaUy would encourage the 
central bank not to tighten 
credit further in the immedi¬ 
ate future. 

Brokers also said traders’ 
spirits got a lift from the 
Dow's move past the 822 
level, which marked the high 
point of the market’s short¬ 
lived rally attempt late -last 
month. 

Thursday’s gain would have 
been even larger had it not 
been for a $3.25 ex-divid^d. 
or diNidend-payment adjust¬ 
ment, in General Motors 
stock, which lowered the Dow 
by more than 2 points.

Food chief chews out dietary ^myths’ 


TORONTO (C5P) — Now 
that coffee price* have shot 
iky high, Robert St Qair 
Hiirlbut 53, i* discovering 
that his reputation as a tough. 
takeK;harge executive i* being 
•eN'erely tested. 

Ae president of General 
Foods Ltd.. Canada’s biggest 
food^rocessing conglomerate, 
Hurlbut is first in the tiring 
line of public wrath over high 
tood costs, particularly coffee. 

He gets itpset by politiciani 
and some in the media who he 
claims are perpetuating 


myth that retail colfbe prices 
have been malntairted at ar« 
tldftaily high levels, or a ri- 
poff, since BrazH’s frost in 
1975. 

“The fact omitted from 
their oomiriaints is that Bra> 
zil which is the world’s larg> 
est coffee producer, didn’t 
simply suffer a crop failure,” 
he said in an Interview. 

“Its coffee trees were 
largely wiped out After a cof* 
fee tree is killed, it must be 
replaced. The young tree 
doesn’t beeir for three years 


and it takes five years for it 
to reach full production.” 

Hurlbut also takes excep¬ 
tion at what he claims is an¬ 
other myth — that ham¬ 
burgers and potato chips are 
junk fcxxls. 

“Parents use that term al¬ 
together too glibly,” he said. 
“Hamburgers balanced with a 
salad offer nutritious, tasty 
proteins.” 

As to potato chips, he said 
he had been to dietitians’ con- 
V e n t i 0 n luncheons where 
“they’ve served chips with 


salads as part of a balanced 
low'-calorie meal.” 

This is the 10th year since 
the TorontoJjom executive 
was named the first Canadian 
and youngest president of the 
U.S.-owned subsidiary. 

In that period, sales have 
tripled to more than $431 mil¬ 
lion. 

A muscular, trim 170- 
pounder who played flying 
wing in collegiate f^tball and 
still jogs two miles a day. he 
was a navy lieutenant in the 
Second World War. 


After the war, he graduated

Mirabel 
may grow 


OTTAWA (CP) - Despite 
criticisms that Mirabel Inter¬ 
national Airport was too ex¬ 
pensive, over-built, badly lo¬ 
cated and driving tourists 
away from Montreal, the fed¬ 
eral transport department is 
still considering plans to ex¬ 
pand the airport in the early 
1980s. 

Walter McLeish, federal 
air administrator, said this 
week that the department 
was conducting studies to de¬ 
termine if it should carry on 
with the original plans to 
build a second air terminal at 
Mirabel, about 35 miles 
northwest of Montreal. 

McLeish said the new ter¬ 
minal would handle domestic 
and U.S. flights now using 
Dorval airport, which is 
closer to Montreal. Mirabel is 
used mainly now by overseas 
and some short-distance con¬ 
necting flights. 

A decision to go ahead with 
plans to divert more traffic 
away from Dorval would sub¬ 
stantially change the function 
of the airport, McLeish said. 

But he denied speculation 
that Dorval would be shut

ZURICH, Switzerland 
(Reuter) — International 
trade is poised at a delicate 
point where the world might 
slide into protectionism, the 
head of the worldis leading 
trade negotiating forum has 
Mated. 

Olivier Long, director-gci 
oral of the 83-country Genen 
Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade, said protectionism 
might profoundly damage 
national economies, individu¬ 
al living standards and the 
whole structure of interna¬ 
tional relations. 

In a speech to the Zurich 
economic Society, Long said 
moves by industrialized 
countries to cut imports over 
the last three years have af¬ 
fected between $30 billion and 
$50 billion in trade flow. 

He said uneasiness over the 
direction international trade 
appeared to be taking was 
fully justified. But the situa¬ 
tion might be restored if gov¬ 
ernments made a determined 
effort to work toward a fresh 
liberalization of trade. 

GATT studies suggested 
there was great potential for 
further development of world 
commerce. Trade was esti¬ 
mated to be currently run¬ 
ning at more than.$1.000 
billion a year, with the pro¬ 
spect of a gain of about six 
per cent this year after an 
Il-per-cent gain in 1976, he 
said.

Speculation has been fueled 
in part by past statements 
from other federal transport 
officials, who have said there 
is not enough traffic to justify 
two full airport operations in 
Montreal.' 

McLeish said if the new 
terminal was built at Mira¬ 
bel. Dorval would still be 
used by private planes and 
local air traffic. As well, pro¬ 
posals call for Air Canada 
and CP Air to increase the 
amount of maintenance work 
done at Dorval. 

But McLeish said none of 
the decisions about building a 
new terminal and diverting 
more traffic would be made 
until late next year. 

Although the present Mira¬ 
bel terminal was not being 
used to capacity, he said, a 
new terminal was needed to 
handle quickly the high vol¬ 
ume of traffic and the types 
of planes that characteristic ' 
of short- and medium-haul 
flights. 

As well, he said, the exist¬ 
ing terminal had no facilities 
for customs clearance to the 
U.S. and could not receive 
planes right at the building. 
All planes now park on the 
ramps and passengers are 
then transported to the termi¬ 
nal. 

He said the present termi¬ 
nal could handle Dorval's do¬ 
mestic and U.S. traffic only if 
it was extensively renovated. 
But McLeish said this would 
be senseless, because it 
would eliminate the advan¬ 
tages of the terminal, which 
was specifically designed for 
overseas flights. 

Since it was opened in 1975. 
Mirabel has been heavily 
criticized as being under-' 
used, far tuo costly and in 
conveniently located. 

Critics have also charged 
that the transfers between 
Dorval and Mirabel and the 
35-mile drive into the city are 
causing tourists to bypass 
Montreal as a port of entry to 
the country and are contri¬ 
buting to the sagging of the 
city'stourist industry. 

But McLeish dismissed 
many of those criticisms, 
saying the use of Mirabel was 
almost matching projections. 
Traffic was up 17 per cent 
this year over 1976, he said. 

Besides, it was built for 
future needs and not designed 
to be used to capacity from 
tbe day it opened, McLeish 
said. 

About Mirabel's location, 
he said original plans called 
for rapid transit between 
Mirabel and Montreal. 

He acknowledged that pre¬ 
sent transportation by taxis, 
buses and cars was simply in¬ 
adequate. 

But the rapid transit sys¬ 
tem was a federal-provincial 
matter and still being looked 
at, McLeish said.

Vault gang 
sent to jail 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Sen¬ 
tences ranging from five to 
eight years have been handed 
out to four Montreal men for 
last January’s robbery of the 
Vancouver Safety Deposit 
Vaults. 

The four men had pleaded 
guilty to two counts of posses¬ 
sion of stolen property in the 
12.5 million robbery. 

Judge Kerry Smith sen¬ 
tenced Ronald McCann, 46. to 
two eight-year terms, and 
Kenneth Fisher. 30. to two 
six-year terms. He gave Paul 
Brentwick. 26. and Robert 
.lohnstone. 37. five years each 
on the two counts. All sen¬ 
tences will be served concur¬ 
rently. 

A fifth man, Talbot Mur- 
phey, 49, of Surrey, B.C., has 
jumped $50,000 ball and a 
warrant is out for bis arrest. 

In sentencing. Judge Smith 
noted that Brentwick had no 
previous record, Johnstone 
had a minor record, Fisher a 
previous conviction for 
possession of stolen property, 
and McCann had an exten¬ 
sive criminal record. 

The judge said he would 
have handed out longer terms 
if he had been sentencing on 
the January break-in itself. 

Judge Smith said that in 
order to determine proper 
sentences for an offence, a 
judge should be made aware 
of all circumstances of the 
offence but. the defence's 
submission In the case “casts 
little light on the circum¬ 
stances.” 

The judge had said earlier 
that the guilty pleas left him 
in the dark. 

He revealed evidence indi¬ 
cating that the breakdn on 
the weekend of Jan. 7-10 1977 
was the result of eight to 12 
hours of work by skilled oper¬ 
ators. 

About 1.200 of the 2.000 
safety deposit boxes were ri¬ 
fled. and the value of the 
property taken ranged from 
$2 million to $2.5 million. 

Special prosecutor John 
Hall had told the court that 
only because of a CP Air bag¬ 


gage handler's inability to lift 
a suitcase destined for Mon¬ 
treal did what would have 
been one of Vancouver’s big¬ 
gest robberies begin to un¬ 
fold. 

Hall said CP Air officials 
became suspicious of nine 
pieces of heavy baggage and 
quickly called R(5 mp, who 
searched and found large 
amounts of money, gold bars 
and coins, diamonds and 
other precious gems, as well 
as mounted jewelry 

Fisher. Johnstone and 
McCann were arrested at 
Vancouver International Air¬ 
port prior to take-off after 
being identified by airport 
staff as having checked the 
baggage. 

Brentwick was arrested in 
Winnipeg because an earlier 
flight he took to Montreal was 
diverted.

ATLANTA (LTD — leftitnx- 
naires* disease may take a 
toll ot 2.0fX) to 6,000 American 
lives annually and the orga¬ 
nism that causes it could be 
only one of many microbial 
killers yet to be unmasked by 
medical science, a Senate 
health subcommittee told 
here. 


“Our best guess at this time 
is that between cme-half [ler 
cent of ilte unexplained ijneu- 
mnnias may be caused by this 
organism." said Dr. William 
Foeue, direcl«>r of the Na¬ 
tional Centre lor Disease Con¬ 
trol. 

Foege estimated there were 
tlin'e million cases of pneu¬ 


monia annually caused by 
bacterial and viral infections 
and the Legionnaires' disease 
bacterium may be responsible 
for 15.000 to 43,000 cases and 
2.0U0‘lo 6,000 deaths. 

Foege stressetl. however, 
the estimate was based on 
only two “small studies" and 
it was given with "a great 
deal of hesitation."

The subcommittee, chaired 
1^’ Sen. Edward Kennedy, 
was at the CIX^ for a hearing 
on the health agmey's $1.^ 
million investigation of the 
Legionnaires’ disease. 'The 
disease was named after a 
Philadeli^a American Legion 
ionvention outbreak in July 
1S76 that claimed 29 lives. 

Including that outbreak, 


there have been more than 
35 conflrmed cases and 75 
deaths in at least 24 states. 

Although Foege said scien¬ 
tists have not discovered 
where the organism lives or • 
exactly hovk* it is transmitted, 
he indicated several times 
that soil e.xcHvatkns and air 
conditioning systems were li¬ 
kely suspects.

When the reader didn’t no¬ 
tice that the same volume 
number was used on several 
editions, Gregory wrote 
back: “You're not so smart."

OTTAWA (CP) — The net 
flow of money out of Canada 
to pay. for tourist travel 
abroad, interest and divi¬ 
dends to foreigners and other 
service charges will hit $14.4 
billion by 1981. a Toronto bro¬ 
kerage firm predicts. 

Burns Fry Ltd. says in a 
recent newsletter that an op¬ 
timistic projection of current 
trends would leave the coun¬ 
try with a services deficit of 
that size four years from 
now, compared with a deficit 
this year of about $8 billion. 

The services deficit is cal¬ 
culated from the flow into 
and out of the country of 
money spent on travel, earn¬ 
ings on loans and invest¬ 
ments. freight, shipping and 
other charges. 

Part of the services deficit 
is likely lo be offset by tradi¬ 
tional surpluses earned in 
merchandise trade—expect¬ 
ed to be about $3 billion this 
year, for example—but econ¬ 


omists have recently sug¬ 
gested the country may face 
hard times in that sector as 
well. 

Canada is about to enter 
world trade talks in-Geneva 
aimed at lowering trade bar¬ 
riers. and .some interests, 
notably manufacturers, have 
expressed fear of freer trade. 

Despite the usual surpluses 
in the merchandise account, 
the Burns Fry letter calls the 
services deficit “the most 
predictable part of the Cana¬ 
dian balance of payments.” 

“The rate of deterioration 
in the services balance can 
only be described as alarm¬ 
ing," it says. Figures cited by 
the firm show a steady in¬ 
crease in the services deficit 
to an orianally projected'$6.4 
billion this year from $2.2 
billion in 1972.' 

But the 1977 estimate, 
based on receipts of $8.8 
billion and payments of $15.2 
billion, is likely to be worse 
than the initial calculation.

Forgotten

The plaintive notes of the 
Last Post echoing around 
countless Canadian cenotaphs 
today will be all the more 
mournful for many disabled 
veterans who feel the federal 
Xov*emment has brokm faith 
with them. 

Canadian war veterans are 
the living forgotten, and poli¬ 
ticians openly shun them as 
they prepare to honor the 
dead, a Victoria veteran said 
on the eve of Remembrance 
Day. 

Wreaths to be laid at the 
cenotaph will be nothing but a 
political sham, said ttie embit¬ 
tered veteran ^ two world 
wars. 

The veteran, who asked that 
his name not be used, was 
.joined by other veterans in 
bitterly condemning federal 
Veterans Affairs Minister 
Daniel MacDonald for failing 
to live up to a promise to 
increase payments to disabled 
veterans. 

MacIM>NAIJ> TOIJ> veter¬ 
ans recently diey would have 
to go yet another year without 
increases to their pensions. 
He said all “good Canadian'* 
vets would understand. 

*Tm outraged at that clot 
MacDonald." said Harry 
Shergold of Victoria, a veter¬ 
an for 35 years. 

He said it was ironic that at 
the time the minister was tell¬ 
ing veterans there was no 
money to pay their extra al¬ 
lowance. the minister of state 
was informing Canada that 
575.000 would be paid In the 
next five years to minority 
groups to help them achieve 
their cultural aspirations. 

John Collins, president of 
the Victoria-based Veterans’ 
Rights Association of B.C., 
said "this business of just re¬ 
membering veterans on Nov. 
11 is sheer hypocrisy. 

"rMC I.08T a leg." he said. 
"But there are many jx^oplP 
worse off than me. Those 
maimed in fighting for this 
country have been sold shori 
by our national government." 

ColHns said he was con¬ 
vinced the Liberal govern¬ 
ment was whittling away at 
veterans* rights. “They Just 
keep taWng our ]!ri\ileges 
from us: pretty soon weTl 
have nothing left. 

"Trudeau and his cabinet 
should hang their heads in 
shame today, not how their 
heads in remembrance." 

Gil Laurenson. past- 
president of the Esquimalt 
Royal Canadian Legion 
Branch, said all 1,500 branch 
members would be asked to 
write protest letters to Mac¬ 
Donald. 

"It’s tragic the government 
can find money for frivolous 
purposes and ignore veterans 
who need the money."

"Goodbye, farewell, sfi 
long" sang the bespectacled 
balding man in baggy red 
pants, backed by a chorus of 
hand puppets. 

And hundreds of tiny hands 
waved furiously in response 
as the Vic High auditorium 
curtain closed Thursday night 
on the last of six Vicuna ap¬ 
pearances by CBC television's 
award-winning Mr. Dressup. 

For 13 years. Fjnie Coombs 
has been Mr. Dressup. a sort 
of bland endearing uncle with 
a "tickle trunk" full of cos¬ 
tumes and head full of stories, 
to pre-school television 
watchers. 

Just why he has been such 
a success ^ an estimated 
4,800 saw his Victoria shows 
over two days sponsored by 
the Vancouver Island Pre- 
schod Association leaves 
him somewhat baffled. 

"The reason we’ve succeed¬ 
ed is because of the puppets." 
said Coombs in a dressing 
room Interview where he ac¬ 
knowledged Judy Lawrence, 
the grey-haired abrupt women

whose voice and hands-bring 
Casey. Finnigan and Alligator 
A1 alive for thousands of 
young viewers. 

"Mr. Dressup react.v to the 
puppets as normal people." 
add^d (Coombs. 

But beyond the puppets. 
Coombs believes the show 
works because it is honest. 

"We’re not trying to cwi the 
kids." he said. 

Yet for a first-time observer 
it seemed the pratfalls and 
rude noises were used (rften 
enough to keep a young audi¬ 
ence howling rather than wan¬ 
dering. Coombs’ acting-out of 
stories seemed almost second¬ 
ary to encouraging pre¬ 
schoolers to hoot at a grown¬ 
up dressed as a troU or gran- 
nilocks. But then again, 
maybe that’s just what they 
need. 

Coombs no longer has his 
own children to try out his 
magic. At 12 and 15 they’re 
"rather blase" about it all. 

And if Coombs isn't quite a 
hero in his own household he 
certainly is for yoking audi¬ 
ences. When his show ended 


Thursday night, u-shers rushed 
down to position them.selves 
by the stage to keep 
youngsters from clamoring 
about in search of Mr. Dres¬ 
sup. 

Oddly enough Coombs Is 
rarely recognized when on the 
street. 

"If I do get noticed It's 
more by the parents than the 
kids — they only expect to see 
me on the sci'ecn. not the 
stage," he said.

Wright sure ferry getting grant 


Victoria Aid. Robert Wright 
said Thursday he’s cwvinced 
the Anacortes Port Authorify 
will get a $2.4 million grant 
from the U.S. 'goveniinent to 
purchase a vessel for the Sid- 
ney-Anacortes ferry run. 

Wright was in Anacortes 
earlier Thursday on behalf of 
the \Tctoria Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and the Visitors’ Infor¬ 
mation Centre to support the 
Anacortes Port Authority's re¬ 
quest for the grant. 

He said the meeting was at¬ 
tended by six U.S. economists 
who would report to the U.S. 
government’s Economic Dev¬ 
elopment Administration on 
the merits of the grant re¬ 
quest. 

"If (heir report is favorable, 
they'll get the grant and we’ll 
continue to have a ferry run 
between Sidney and Ana¬ 


cortes. "Wright said. 

Washington ‘Governor Dixy 
Ijee Ray decided earlier this 
year to discontinue the ferry 
run because Wa.vhington State ' 
Ferries needed the vessels on 
other runs. 

MTien the decision was met 
with solid oppositi(Xi both in 
the U.S. and in Canada, the 
governor postponed cancella- 
ti<m of the service until the 
port authority had an opportu¬ 
nity to get funds and continue 
the service. 

Wright said he had the im- 
pressiorf the ecoix)mists, most. 
of them senior hank pres¬ 
idents and vice-presidents, 
wiould submit a favorable re¬ 
port to the U.S. gova-rmient. 

He said he confined his sub¬ 
mission to what continuation 
of the service w'ould mean to 
Anacortes.

"They (the economists! 
don't give a damn what it 
means to Vancouver Island," 
he said. 

Wright said he told Ihe 
meeting that Vancouver I.v- 
land would undoubtedly suffer 
financial losses if the service 
were caiKellcd, but Anacoties 
would be the real loser. 

"I told them that they had a 
built-in market of more than 
tvvo-and a half million tourists 
visiting Vancouver Island 
every year,” he said. 

"TTiey’ve got to get off Van¬ 
couver Island somehow and if 
thet Sidney - Anacortes terry 
system launched an aggres¬ 
sive promotion campaign, a 
lot of these people could be 
convinced to leave via the 
Sidney-Anacortes route,’’ 
Wright added.

Jim McKenzie recalls that 
at the nth hour of the Uth 
month he was with a mobile 
surgical team attached to a 
casualty station in the village 
erf Asbie-Ie-Grande in France. 

Earl Mawson was with the 
31st Alberta Regiment near 
Amiens and recalled how sud¬ 
denly everything became 
quite and still, such a contrast 
from the noise of battle. 
"There weren’t any celebra¬ 
tions that day. but we sure 
made up for It later." 

Roland Goodchild, a long¬ 
time Vict<Mia resident and a 
hospital. patient for several' 
years, has set down for the 
Veterans Voice newsletter his 
recollections of the ceremony 
marking the unveiling of the 
Ce’notairfi in Londixi, England, 
cn the first Armistice Day. 
one year after the end of the 
First World War. 

On Nov. 11, 1913. he W’as one 
of millions who filled White¬ 
hall from Parliament Square 
to Trafalgar Square. 

The traffic of LMKlon came 
to a complete stop. Not a 
sound could be heai^, for the 
buses had shut off their en¬ 
gines, brewers’ drays were 
still. 

The few private cars caught 
in the vast concourse of bare¬ 
headed people were motion¬ 
less. their drivers standing 
outside, jammed shoulder to 
shoulder with the vast crowd 
w'ho had come from all over 
London t-> pay their homage 
to the Unkno^ Soldier and 
the Oenirfaph. It was a sight 
impossible ever to forget 

(Goodchild recalled that the 
blinded and maimed were in 
their places, as King George 
V led a small procession of 
his family to their appointed 
places — one at each comer 
of the Cenotaph where they 
stood with heads bowed in 
their brilliant uniforms to pay 
their respects to the Unknown 
Warrior. 

As the great hands of Big 
Ben gradually approached 11 
a.m. there was a tenseness 
that could be felt. As the first 
stroke of the approaching 
hour boomed out. utter silence 
such as London had never be¬ 
fore experienced, enfolded all 
those present. It was eerie.

Later. Goodchild went to 
Westmiaster Abbey to join a 
seemingly-endless procession 
filing past the black marble 
slab which marked the Un-

mound of [K>ppies. a glowing 
mound of scarlet. 

"It is a day I can never for¬ 
get. although it is many years 
ago. and much has happened 
since then. Every moment of 
that day is etched in my 
memoiy," he said.

Truckloads of clay from 
Westport Marina's excavation 
project in North Saanich were 
dumped this week In neigh¬ 
boring Central Saanich with¬ 
out that municipality’s knowl¬ 
edge. 

Trucks from Westport 
Marina also dumped clay into 
an 18-acre sandpit behind 
North Saanich municipal hail, 
but North Saanich didn't know 
about it. 

Westport Marina stopped 
dumping clay in a deer habi¬ 
tat off Lands End Road last 
w’eek because of residents' 
complaints. Four acres of 
clay were dumped in a dis¬ 
trict zoned for wildlife preser¬ 
vation. 

"I don't know if somebody 
is bringing soil in, but sure, 
we’d like to know,” Central 
Saanich municipal clerk'Fred 
Durrand said Thursday. 

CTay was dumped on pri¬ 
vate property between Rey 
Road and Tanner Road in 
Centra] Saanich. Tanner Road 
is a few feet from the Saanich 
border. 

North .Saanich municipal 
clerk Ted Fairs said Wednes¬ 
day that a bylaw to control 
excavation and dumping is 
being prepared by his staff 
and should be ready by the 
end of the year. 

Asked if North Saanich 
knew where trucks from 
Westport Marina were dump¬ 
ing their clay, now that they 
were not dumping in the deer 
habitat. Fairs said he didn’t 
have any idea. 

The clay was dumped into 
an 18-acre sandpit in a 26-acre 
field behind the municipal 
hall. The land is zoned "rural 
UT' large housing lots and 
limited agricultural use. 

North Saanich Aid John La- 
pham complained this week 


that reports of the dumping of 
clay in the deer habitat 
"made council loc^ like they 
didn't know what was going 

James Cumming, a can¬ 
didate for North Saanich al¬ 
derman and regional director, 
said Thursday that trucks 
st<^ped dumping in the wild¬ 
life district last week not be¬ 
cause they ran out of room, 
as Lapham said earlier, but 
because of public pressure. 


Cumming said it was "odd" 
that clay was being hauled 10 
miles into Centra] Saanich, 
while a two-avre excavation 
pit near the marina remained 
empty. 

The excavation pit to which 
Cumming referred was 
carv'ed out by a development 
company. Cloakc Hill Proper¬ 
ties. to surface a dirt road 
used by dump trucks from 
Westport Marina to reach the 
wildlife habitat. '

Under the scheme, owners 
of designated heritage homes 
may apply for property tax 
exemption. The mtmey they 
would normally pay for taxes 
W’ould then be used to up¬ 
grade the exterior of the 
homes. '' 

About 85 homeownera are 
eligible for this scheme.

If you want to try some lamily fun fishinR for the holiday 
wceend why not gel in on the coho and jack fishing In the 
Big Qualicupi and Quinsam River hatchery waters? 

There ai'o other rivers ys'bere you can get the same kind 
of fishing at this stage of tlte sea.«Mn. but it is quite controver¬ 
sial. If you fish with reason, keep off the sjmwning beds, 
don’t use jigging treble hooks, and don't be piggish about the 
fish you take, it is legal to fish tite salmon in some rivers. 

Others are cU>sed to all salmon fishing, so you have to 
watch the regulations. Ti e Ooldsirean) and Sooke. are both 
closed to salmon fishing 'Ihe Puntlcdge and Sproat arc 
closed until alter Nov. 15. 

Top end of the Coviithan closes to all angling Nov. 15 
until April 13. 

But salmon fishing closurese. in Owichan Bay and tidal 
waters of Covsichan were lifted midnight Thursday. 

But Homan's Slough in the estuary of the Cowichan 
remains closed to all s^xirts fishing. 

Uftle Qualicum River is fly fishing only until Nov. 30 and 
the South Santa River, along the Bamfield Road, is a catch 
;tnd release river, as is China Creek. 

Rut. on the Big Qualicmn and Quinsam hatchery rivers 
there is an abundance of jacks and coho and family fun fish¬ 
ing is encouragi'd.

Gerard seemingly had got¬ 
ten the green light to go back 
to tending to his 400 horses at 
Belmont Park when a five- 
judge panel of the State Ra'c- 
ing and Wagering Board 
voted five to nil to lift 
Gerard's suspension by the 
board pending a hearing by 
the board. 

The decision upheld the 
Nov. 4 ruling of state su- 
preme court Judge Theodore 
Velsor. 

But when Gerard, accom¬ 
panied by lawyer Neil. 
Shayne, attempted to enter 
Belmont Park late Thursday 
morning, he was slopped by 
Pinkerton guards who said 
they were acting on instruc¬ 
tions from the racing board. 

John Van Lindt, a board 
counsel, said the state attor¬ 
ney general 'who is the 
board's counsel in the mat¬ 
ter. said “we have an auto¬ 
matic state of five days from 
the appellate division order.” 

Then later in the day, Atty. 
Gen. Louis Lefkowitz got a 
show-cause order on why the 
suspension should not be con¬ 
tinued from another appelate 
division judge. Justice Sam 
Rabin. It Is answerable In the 
appellate division in Brook¬ 
lyn at 9:30 a m. on Nov. 16, 
and also seeks permission to 
appeal to the court of ap¬ 
peals, the state's highest 
court. 

This action had put Gerard 
back under suspension until 
the show-cause order is ans¬ 
wered.

Olga misses farewell meet 


WKMBl.EY. England (Al’) 
— Olga Korbut, the Soviet 
gymnastics star, missed 
what was billed as her world 
farewell performance Thurs¬ 
day. 

A team of 60 Russian stars 
opened a four-day exhibition 
series at the Wembley Em¬ 
pire Pool. But Olga, rated the 
top attraction, did not arrive 
with the team. 

"We understand from the 
Russians that she has the flu 
and is unable to travel,” said 


Tony Murdock, development 
officer of the British Ama¬ 
teur Gymnastics Association. 

"It Is a great pity, because 
this was to hjve been her 
final appearance anywhere 
in the world before she re¬ 
tires to become a coach. So 
many people wanted to see 
her that we have had to re¬ 
turn 150,000 pounds ($270,000) 
in over subscribed ticket ap¬ 
plications.” 

One man who did not be¬ 
lieve the Influenza story was 


Joachim Spoerel, a bearded 
33-year-old German student, 
who said he was a friend of 
Olga's and had come all the 
way from Dortmund to see 
her. 

".Maybe she is not so sick,” 
Spoerel said. "Ma.vbe it is 
Just because they don’t want 
us to meet any more.” 

Spoerel told reporters the 
Russians had kept him and 
Olga apart before. He 
claimed it happened last 
summer, when Olga and 


other Russian gymnasts had 
been guests at his home In 
Dortmund. 

The German said his 
friendship with Olga started 
in 1972 when the pretty Rus¬ 
sian girl, then 17. was the top 
television star of the Munich 
Olympics and became the 
most popular girl in the world 
overnight. 

Meanwhile, British news¬ 
papers reported Olga is plan¬ 
ning to be married in Minsk. 


Nelli Kim. 20, who outshone 
Korbut at the Montreal 
Olympics Iasi year and won 
three gold medals, told re¬ 
porters newsmen she w:y< 
married six weeks ago and 
lives in Minsk. 

"But being a housewife will 
not stop me from continuing 
in gymnastics,” Kim said. I 
am already working on a new 
program for the 1980 Olym 
pics in Moscow. I want to do 
much better there than I did 
last time in Montreal ” 


Soccer 

moving 

indoors 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 
formation of a professional 
indoor soccer league, with fi¬ 
nancial backing from eight 
major arenas, was an¬ 
nounced Thursday by league 
directors Earl Foreman and 
Ed Tepper. 

"We are calling this league 
the Major Indoor Soccer 
League," said Foreman. 
"The nine arenas which have 
agreed to lease their facili¬ 
ties to teams In the league are 
Madison Square Garden, 
Nassau Coliseum, the Phila¬ 
delphia Spectrum, the Omni 
in Atlanta, the Richfield, 
Ohio. Coliseum, the Hartford 
Civic Centre, the Summit in 
Houston, the Pittsburgh Civic 
Centre and Chicago Stadium. 

“All of these arenas, except 
Madison Square Garden have 
agreed to the financial sup¬ 
port of the Major Indoor Soc¬ 
cer League, Inc.” 

The league intends to start 
play in January, 1979, with a 
schedule between 30 and 36 
games. The teams will be 
composed mainly of former 
United States collegiate play¬ 
ers and will emphasize the 
development of American 
players. A limited number of 
foreign imports, perhaps two 
or three, will be allowed on 
each team. 

Walter Chyzowych, coach 
of he U.S. World Cup and 
Olympic soccer teams, has 
agreed to act as a consultant 
to the indoor league In con¬ 
nection with establishing a 
collegiate draft system. It is 
anitcipated that the MISL 
will conduct its first draft 
next spring at the conclusion 
of the collegiate soccer sea¬ 
son. 

A similar venture In Toron¬ 
to several years ago. drawing 
from North American and 
National soccer leagues, last¬ 
ed a couple of years but was a 
financial disaster for the pro¬ 
moters. 

Manager 
gets boot 

LONDON (AP) — Newcas¬ 
tle United, struggling to keep 
Us place In the First Division 
of English League soccer, 
has fired manager Richard 
DInniss only five months 
after giving him the job. 

Newcastle has lost 10 of its 
14 league games this season, 
but took three points from the 
last two matches and ap¬ 
peared to be starting a reviv¬ 
al. 

Last weekend Dinnis pub¬ 
licly criticized the team 
directors, saying they should 
double the players' wages 
and spend *200.000 in the 
transfer market. 

Lord Westwood, chairman 
of the Newcastle board, said 
the team's poor results made 
a change of manager inevita¬ 
ble. 

Dinnis. 36. was formerly 
Newcastle's coach, working 
under manager Gordon Lee. 
He became manager after 
Lee moved to Everton, but 
the Newcastle directors hesi¬ 
tated for weeks before ap¬ 
pointing him. They finally 
confirmed him in the job only 
after the players threatened 
strike action.

Garden Notes 




About a month ago I wrote a series of 
pticles for this column giving in details 
the procedures for taking up and storing 
the various bulbs and tubers which are 
too tender to remain in the ground and 
must be given indoor protection through 
the winter months. 

1 thought I had covered this subject 
pretty thoroughly, but I have been get¬ 
ting quite a few letters from readers 
who, evidently, either missed these par¬ 
ticular columns or misread them and 
are wondering if they gave their bulbs 
the right treatment. Because of this, I 
thought it might serve a useful purpose 
if I were to do a sort of capsule review of 
the proper treatment for each of our 
common summer bulbs. 

GLADIOLUS: Glad bulbs are taken 
up about four weeks after the flowers 
finish, or the tops are killed by frost, 
whichever comes first. The topgrowth is 
cut off close to the bulb, and as there is a 
lot of disease and thrips in the tops this 
year, I think it is best to stack them 
loosely to dry out and eventually burn 
them. Even healthy gladiolus tops are 
not much good in the compost heap, as 
they rot down into a slimy, smelly mass. 

No particular effort is made to clean 
up the bulbs at this stage, although if

they are muddy, I turn the hose on them 
to clean off any clinging soil. 

Dust them with bulb dust or any kind 
of garden dust you happen to have 
handy — even common sulphur is good 
— and store them in shallow boxes or 
trays. For their first two weeks indoors, 
keep them in a warm but well ventilated. 
place at a temperature betwen 22 and 30 
degrees C. 

This warmth is needed tor the drying 
and curing of the bulbs. The curing 
process is completed when it is possible 
to twist off the old, withered, last-year’s 
spent bulb from the bottom of the new 
one. If it comes away easily and all in 
one piece, you can clean up your bulbs 
and give them another dusting, this 
time paying special attention to the 
newly expo^ root scar on the bottom. 
Store in an airy, cool place. I winter 
mine in old nylon stockings hung from a 
rafter in a very cool comer of our 
basement. 

DAHLIAS: Leave dahlia roots In the 
ground until the tops have been black¬ 
ened by frost. Ease out of the ground 
carefuUy, cut away the topgrowth an 
inch or two above the roots, wash awajv 
the dirt, then store temporarily upside 
down on newspapers spread on the base¬ 


ment floor. Dust with bulb dust, garden 
dust or sulphur to protect against pests 
and storage rots. 

After about a week on their news¬ 
papers, bury your dahlia roots in car¬ 
tons of peat moss, vermiculite, sawdust 
or sand. Store in a very cool place to 
discourage premature sprouting. 

GERANIUMS: It is possible to pull 
up geranium plants and hang them by 
the roots in a cold root cellar or warm 
dugout, or even in a house basement if it 
is cool and humid, but most modem 
basements are much too warm and dry 
for this form of storage. 

I thing it is much better to take slips 
and discard the old plants. Oust the base 
of each slip with Rootone or Seradix to 
promote rapid rooting. Insert the slips, 
five or six to the pot. in a mixture of peat 
moss and vermiculite kept moist but not 
wet, and In a good light but out of direct 
sunshine. 

Once they are well rooted, the slips 
are potted up in sandy loam soil and 
grown on in a sunny but cool window, 
and with just barely enough water to 
keep them alive. The combination of 
bright sunshine, cool air and dryish soil 
slows down the growth and makes or 
short, stocky plants rather than lush tall 
ones. 


•'1 am writing to ask you.”

Though the telephone soon 
replaced the letter in person¬ 
al and family affairs, includ¬ 
ing courtship, it was not until 
after the Second World War 
that a surviving form, the 
business letter between mer¬ 
chandiser and customer, fol¬ 
lowed the love letter into 
oblivion. It was the computer 
that gave this coup de grace 
to one of civilization's more 
engaging and useful minor 
arts. 

In momentous affairs such 
as those of conglomerates 
and nations. Bell's toy is the 
primary instrument of com¬ 
munication. Deals of conse¬ 
quence to every living soul on 
earth may be negotiated ca 
sually by phone. But commu¬ 
nications between such Le- 
viathons and that lower orga¬ 
nism. the private person, are 
conducted by computer. Mes¬ 
sages that may have the look 
of genuine letters are used by

Utilities, oil companies, hotel 
chains and other entitles for 
intercourse with individual 
customers like you and me. 
They are not proper letters at 
ail, however, but rather in¬ 
voices, advertisements or 
third and final notices. 

Thus, that hardy North 
American genre, the letter to 
the president of the company, 
or to the pre.sident of the 
country, if appropriate, is ex¬ 
tinct. or at best futile. It was 
usually written by some no¬ 
body named Blodgett in a 
tone of disenchantment, out¬ 
rage or mock sorrow, but 
often with a saving patience, 
humor, and faith in the North 
American way of life. And its 
reward was. in due time, a 
corrected bill, an undamaged 
pair of snowshoes, or whatev¬ 
er. along with a letter from 
the president himself — per¬ 
sonal, apologetic, and hum¬ 
ble in its recognition of Blod¬ 
gett as the kind of customer 
the company treasured, 
could not, in fact, exist with¬ 
out. 

Tm sure such letters are 
still being written by Blod¬ 
getts. Doubtless not a day 
goes by that some abused cit¬ 
izen. like Shillaker, does not 
sit down at his typewriter or 
take pen in hand to fire off a 
missive that he pictures as 
exploding like a l^mb in the 
offices of Utopian Widgets. 
ii.OOO miles away. But alas, 
the answer all too often will 


begin like this; ‘if you have 
already made remittance, 
please ignore . .. .” Every 
day our mailbox is stuffed 
with computer letters. It Isn't 
that my wife and 1 don't pay 
our bills. We do. But that only 
gets more computers in¬ 
terested in us. and they write. 

So the personal letter has 
gone, and with it a great deal 
of excitement and romance. 
How great the loss to litera¬ 
ture if Abelard and Heloise 
had had extended service; if 
Abigail Adams had been able 
to direct-dial her busy hus¬ 
band in Washington; if Dr. 
Johnson had simply got Lord 
Chesterfield on the horn to 
deliver his notorious rebuke; 
if Emily Dickinson had run 
out of stamps! 

How often was Sherlock 
Holmes summoned to some 
exotic and perilous adventure 
by the arrival of a letter at 
221-B Baker Street! Even 
today the scene comes vivid¬ 
ly to mind: 

The clatter of the hansom 
cab on the cobblestones 
below, the quick footsteps on 
the stairs, the urgent knock 
at the door, the letter taken 
from the messenger’s hand 
by Dr. Watson, the tearing of 
the envelope, the tense perus¬ 
al — 

“I say. Holmes! Most sin 
' gular!” 

“What is it. man’ Speak 
up!’* 

‘ A letter ' 


•'I see that, sou fool! The 
message! *’ 

*•‘.Sherlock Holmes: If you 
wish to save a beautiful 
woman from a fate worse 
than death, come to the steps 
of St. Paul's at 9 o'clock this 
evening. A friend.” 

“Come. Watson! We 
haven't a momenl to lose! We 
may already be too late to 
save her highness! ” 

‘ How do you know it's from 
her highness?" 

“The letter, of course. That 
stationery is made from a rag 
produced only in Huriiania 
from the bark of the pore 
grlneyew . That scent! A rare 
attar derived from the petals 
of a single rose bush growing 
in the gardens of the Dalai 
Lama and used exclusively 
by Ruritanian females of the 
royal blood Remark those 
Stains — the tears of a prin 
cess! ” 

“But Holmes ... !" 

“ijuick. Watson* Detain 
that cab! The game is afoot!" 

By the way. I don't know 
how Holmes knew the stains 
on the letter were caused by 
the tears of a princess. I tried 
to find out. 

“Holmes! 1 cried as he flew 
through the door. 

But he was down the stairs 
and into the foggy night be 
fore I could ask the question 

.Ah, how long it has been 
since 1 received a scented 
letter! 


One of the Incidents in the Edison 
book I drew from recently concerns the 
opening of the Hrst theatre in Boston 
with electric lighting. Edison and his 
male secretary were seated in a box. in 
formal clothes, with the governor of 
Massachusetts and other dignitaries. 

Suddenly, the lights faltered and 
went out. Edison dashed from the box, 
his secretary at his heels, ran back- 
stage, then down to the basement, 
where the janitor had neglected to keep 
the boiler stoked. 

“Soon afterward,” reports the au¬ 
thor. “Edison and his secretary were 
discovered, their tailcoats and silk hats 
hanging on a peg, shovelling fuel into 
the boiler.” 

What made me think of this was a 
visit to my bank the other day. I call it 
“my” bank, but it is really Their bank. 
Our only link is a geographic one; if 
there were another closer, 1 would go to 
it. 

(Which reminds me of the story 


about the traveller to a French town, 
who hops off the train. Into a taxicab, 
and says, “Take me to the hotel.” 
“There are two hotels here,” the driver 
replies. “Which one do you recom¬ 
mend?” asks the passenger. The driver 
gives a Gallic shrug, “It doesn't matter 
— whichever one you go to. you'll wish 
you had gone to the other.”) 

At any rate, this happened to be both 
a Friday and the last day of the month, 
which even the lowliest serf .at the bank 
knows is quite the busiest day. Though it 
was far past lunch-time (the peak peri¬ 
od), there were still long lines waiting to 
deposit, cash checks, and get back to 
offices. 

Nevertheless, one of the so-called 
“express” cages was closed, because 
the teller was on her “break,” and the 
mood of the customers was growing 
sullen, if not mutinous. As I left, I looked 
into the room where the assistant vice- 
presidents congregate, and spied sever¬ 
al of them sitting about amiably in 


animated conversation that surely had 
nothing to do with convertible deben¬ 
tures or such dreary professional mat¬ 
ters. 

Now, in a good bank, or in a good any 
sort of business, the managers throw 
themselves into the fray when custom¬ 
ers are lined up. They roll up their 
sleeves, get behind (he counters, and 
help out, no matter how menial the task 
for their titles. Edison .stoked a boiler 
when the lights went out. and he wasn't 
even working there. 

Morale at this bank is poor; employ¬ 
ees come and go every few months; 
indeed, even the president was uncere¬ 
moniously booted out not long ago. w hen 
the blue-haired widows who control it 
decided he wasn't providing them with 
enough unearned increment. What is 
mainly missing is management's wil¬ 
lingness to do what the serfs do, in an 
emergency, and do it with alacrity. 
When they don't you get Their bank, but 
not Mine.

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Slave Lake’s boom fizzles 


SLAVE LAKE, Alta. (CP) 
— Ask flve residents of Slave 
Lake why the area's federal¬ 
ly induced economic boom 
has not been successful and 
each will give you a different 
answer. 

Of 19 federally funded com¬ 
panies originally proposed 
tor the region, eight have 
either gone Into receivership 
or never opened. About 200 
jobs were created although 
700 were planned. 

The Procter and Gamble 
plant in Grande Prairie is not 
included in the totals because 
H was added after the origi¬ 
nal program was planned. 
The plant received more than 
913.S million In-federal gov¬ 
ernment grants. 

Some blame the problem 
on Premier Peter Loughee'd’s 
government and its lack of 
support for the community of 
3.500 located on the south¬ 
eastern tip of Lesser Slave 
Lake. 

Others say the federal gov¬ 
ernment's department of re¬ 
gional economic expansion 
(DREE) is at fault, even 


though ft pumped millions of 
dollars Into an area that at 
one time was considered one 
of the most economically de¬ 
pressed in the province. 

Still others note that the 
bottom (ell out of the lumber 
market Just as the federally 
and provincially promoted 
Industries, many of them 
connected with the forest in¬ 
dustry, were coming on line. 
They add that this accentuat¬ 
ed the problems of alleged 
undercapitalization and mis¬ 
management. 

Mayor Bill Thomas, an oil 
company employee, said the 
province won't listen to the 
problems of the people In the 
area. 

"We get the impression 
when we go to talk with the 
Lougheed government that 
they think we got enough 
money with the DREE fund¬ 
ing.” 

Al Adair, the minister re¬ 
sponsible for northern af¬ 
fairs, said it is not a case of 
denying anyone provincial 
funds “but rather a case of 
Including the town of Slave 


Lake in the whole northern 
development scheme." 

Adair said the government 
(eels creation for special 
areas Is not good for those 
parts of the province that are 
not included. 

DREE officials declined to 
make any official statement 
on the Slave Lake area be¬ 
cause the department cur¬ 
rently Is Involved in negotia¬ 
tions with the province for a 
northern development pro¬ 
gram. The officials said it 
would be Inopportune to 


make any public statements 
now. 

But Some federal officials 
privately expressed concern 
over treatment of the Slave 
Lake program by local resi¬ 
dents. the media and provin¬ 
cial officials. 

. “The provincial govern- 
' ment is always saying that 
the Slave Lake business (all¬ 
ures were all the fault of the 
federal programs and com¬ 
plain that they (the province) 
had little say in their imple¬ 
mentation," one federal offi¬ 


cial said. 

The official said the entire 
federal involvement in the 
Slave Lake area was the 
direct result of requests by 
the province of Alberta dur¬ 
ing the Social Credit regime, 
Immediately before the 
Lougheed Progressive Con¬ 
servative government took 
power in 1972. 

Nell Gllliat, former co-or- 
dlnator of the Slave Lake de¬ 
velopment project, said most 
people misunderstand the 
main thrust of the program.

OTTAWA (CP) - Growing 
national unemployment is 
steadily sapping consumers' 
confidence and it will take a 
turnaround in economic con¬ 
ditions to change their deep- 
rooted pessimism, the Con¬ 
ference Board in Canada said 
Thursday. 

Tlie private economic re-, 
search group said its mea¬ 
sure of consumer attitudes 
showed consumers were less 
optimistic between July and 
September than they were 
earlier In the year. In fact, 
consumer confidence was at 
its lowest ebb since the final 
months of 1975. 

The national unemploy¬ 
ment rate remained at 8.3 per 
cent during September and 
October, and this high jobless 
rate was clearly reflected in 
the board’s findings. 

Only about eight per cent of 
those surveyed during the 
third quarter anticipated 
there would be more jobs 
available in their community 
in six months. 

For example, about 19.4 
per cent said their family's 
financial position had im¬ 
proved in the last six months. 
This was fractionally less 
than In the second quarter. 


Warning 
on liquid 
protein 

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
health department within a 
few days will require warn¬ 
ing labels on bottles of liquid 
protein, a department 
spokesman said Thursday. 

The label will warn users 
not to use the product for 
weight reduction or as a sole 
source of protein. 

While a liquid protein diet 
was made popular as an ef¬ 
fective treatment for obesity, 
the department spokesman 
said, many Canadians used 
the diet to lose 10 or 15 
pounds. 

“This is not an obesity 
problem,” he said. 

But for tho.se needing to 
lose up to 100 pounds, the 
problem was a clinical one 
and such persons should be 
under medical care, he 
added. 

The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration said Wednes¬ 
day that it had reason to be¬ 
lieve that the protein diet at 
least contribute to the death 
of 10 women under 45 years of 
age. One was from Ontario. 

The liquid protein itself 
was not dangerous, but the 
way it was used could be 
dangerous, the Canadian 
spokesman said.

The percentage who actually 
intended to buy a home was 
3.2 per cent, virtually un¬ 


changed from the second 
quarter.

The Education Act 1976 re¬ 
quires all local education au¬ 
thorities to have regard to the 
comprehensive principle in 
planning secondary educa¬ 
tion. 

All children are admitted to 
comprehensive schools with¬ 
out reference to their ability. 
Most areas contain a mix of 
social groups and the schools 
reflect that variety. Social 
experience is further wi¬ 
dened since the schools are 
coeducational. 

Abtiut one school in 10 re 


mains sexually segregated to 
offer parents thlit option. 

The main goal of compre¬ 
hensive education is to offer a 
wide and flexible choice of 
studies, covering subjects 
previously segregated into 
grammar and secondary 
schools, and more besides. 

Comprehensives have im¬ 
pressive technical and craft 
facilities, and many schools 
are used for adult education 
classes in the evenings. 

The easy mixing of the 
sexes through coeducational 
education is comparatively 
new in English secondary 
education. 

Recognition of the need to 
involve students In decision¬ 
making also contributes to 
their development. In some 
schools student committees 
assist practically and legally 
in managing the school with 
staff and governors. 

Parents also are en¬ 
couraged to play a role in 
school affairs — a new depar¬ 
ture as an institution equiva¬ 
lent to the North American 
PTA has not existed in Eng¬ 
land. 

Today more than 70 per 
cent of students at slate 


schools go to comprehensives 
of one kind or another. As > 
the.se schools gradually get a 
wider cra.ss section of stu -1 
dents, achievements grow. 
Today, eight in 10 school t 
leavers pass an external ex¬ 
amination compared with 
four In 10 a decade ago. Their 
horizons and Job choices are 
widened. If they wish In , 
change vocational direction, , 
the facilities are available for • 
them to do so. 

Catholic and Protestant 
church leaders support the 
comprehensive principle for 
schools they control. 

Outside the Jurisdiction of 
the ministry of education and 
science, which controls 
schools in England and 
Wales. Scotland is well ahead 
in the “comprehenslvlza- 
tion” of its schools. 

“We have the chance to lift 
the quality of what we offer 
onto a higher plane,” says 
Peter Newsam, director of 
the Inner London Education 
Authority. 

"Two traditions will be 
coming together — the long¬ 
standing grammar school 
tradition and the rich newer 
tradition developed in the 
best of our comprehensive 
schools."

Dear Dr. Thosteson; My 
husband's severe stomach 
pains and weakness was 
diagnosed as divertirulosis. 
he is 67. The only medication 
he's taking is bran tablets fur 
fiber content. He also has se¬ 
vere constipation, which ag¬ 
gravates the problem. We’d 
appreciate any information. 
—Mrs. A.Y. 

Diverticulosis, as you prob¬ 
ably know, is the formation of 
tiny outpouchings in the in¬ 
testinal tract. Most of us de¬ 
velop some degree of this 
with age. In recent years 
treatment has Included a 
high residue diet. In your 
husband’s case if this has 
caused constipation, then 
modification of the diet may 
be in order. Stool softeners 
may help. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: My 
husband’s right leg Is slightly 
swollen above the ankle, and 
when he pres.se.s on it it stays 
pressed in for a while.

Recently a friend gave me 
a large quantity of apples and 
I was faced with the "what to 
do” question. I did not want 
to make applesauce, al¬ 
though that is the easiest use 
for a large amount of apples. 
Instead, 1 decided to bake 
with them. 

Most apple recipes call for 
peeled, cored, and chopped 
apples. If there are children, 
or willing friends In the 
house, they can help. My 
four children got ahead of me 
but If I had them take turns, I 
could keep up. 

If you run out of ideas, 
time, or energy, apples can 
be peeled, cored, sliced, 
given a water bath and 
packed in freezer containers. 

DUTCH APPLE BREAD 

'j cup margarine 

1 cup sugar 

2 eggs 

2 cups flour 

I teaspoon soda 
'i teaspoon salt 
1-3 cup sour milk 
I cup peeled, cored, 
chopped apples 

Grease loaf pan and pre 
heat oven to 330 degrees F.

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Were oceans born of global upheaval? 


^Big burp ’ theory evolved

The oceans of earth may 
have been created with a 
"big burp" some 4.3 billion 
years ago. a necessary geolo¬ 
gical belch or upheaval (or 
the origin and evolution of life 
on this planet. 

The burp theory was out¬ 
lined by Dr. J. William 
Schopf, professor of geology 
at the University of Califor¬ 
nia at Los Angeles and a 
leading authority on how life 
developed on earth. 

The theory, he said in an 
interview, holds that the 
oceans were created by a del¬ 
uge of rain from the early 
atmosphere in the first few 
hundred million years of the 
planet’s birth, set at 4.3 
billion years ago. 

There are other theories, 
Schopf said, that hold that the 
oceans were accumulated in 
a slower, more even manner. 
The essential point, however, 
is that the oceans were neces¬ 
sary to nurture the flrst stir 
rings of life. 

Water Is still basic to life, 
he said. Man and other crea¬ 
tures differ from sea crea¬ 
tures in that they have learn¬ 
ed to carry their own yvater 
supply with them, he'said. He 
noted that the human body 
consists of 80 per cent water. 

The earth Is unique In being 
the only aqueous planet in the 
solar system, Schopf said. 

Us early atmosphere, he 
said, probably contained a 
mixture of gases including 
carbon monoxide, carbon 
dioxide, nitrogen, methane 
and ammonia. 

Laboratory experiments, 
he said, have shown that 
when such an atmosphere is 
exposed to energy sources — 
ultraviolet light from the sun, 
volcanic healing, gravita¬ 
tional heating, meteor im¬ 
pacts. lightning — it is capa¬ 
ble of forming (he organic 
substances out of which life 
derived. 


Water said basic 
to stirring of life 


Just how these organic 
compounds organised them¬ 
selves to form living things 
capable of reproducing them¬ 
selves is a question still un¬ 
solved, Schopf said. 

However, he said. It Is 
likely that the oceans were 
necessary to shield these em¬ 
bryonic life forms from the 
harshness of the earth’s early 
surface. 

The first live organisms 
probably appeared in the 
oceans about 3.7 billion years 
ago, he said, and were very 
much like single-celled bacte¬ 
ria. 

Since there was no oxygen 
as yet in the atmosphere. 


Schopf said, these creatures 
probably gained their energy 
by the process of fermenta¬ 
tion, the same process used 
today to make alcohol. 

Fermentation, however, 
produces about IS times less 
energy as the oxygen-based 
energy system used by most 
living organisms that exist 
today, he said. 

It took millions of years for 
earth to develop its oxygen- 
dependent atmosphere, 
Schopf said. Not until 2.3 
billion years ago did the first 
green plant, the blue-green 
algae, develop in the sea. 

This plant was essential in 
the development of life, he 
indicated, because In gaining 


its energy to survive It ac¬ 
tually produced oxygen. 

For several hundred mil¬ 
lion years, Schopf said, this 
ox.vgen was mainly u.sed to 
create the Iron oxide deposits 
of (he world. Alnjost all of 
such deposits were laid down 
between 2.3 billion and 1.3 
billion years ago. i 

After (hat, Schopf said, 
there was no more Iron to 
oxidize and the oxygen creat¬ 
ed by the plants was more or 
less freed Into the earth's at¬ 
mosphere. 


It wasn't until 600 million 
.vears ago. the first megasco¬ 
pic (visible to the naked eye) 
forms of life appeared. These 
were likely to be creatures 
like worms and Jellyfish, he 
said. 

Then about 400 million 
years ago. he said, the first 
land plants and amphibians 
appeared. Two hundred mil- 
lian years ago, (he dinosaurs 
took over. Man, whose ances¬ 
try has now been dated back 
about three million years 
ago, was a latecomer.

Perspectives

“Sincerity is always subject to proof." John F. Ken¬ 
nedy said that in the address he gave at his inauguration 
as president of the United States. 

Was Kennedy being cynical about sincerity? Or was he 
simply sensible, suggesting that we should be suspicious 
of declarations of sincerity and appearances of sinceri¬ 
ty? He learned, as we all learn, that an image of sin¬ 
cerity is not necessarily a guarantee of honesty and in¬ 
tegrity. Most of us have at one time or another been vic¬ 
tims of someone who exuded sincerity like cheap after- 
shave lotion. 

Lord Thomson, the press baron, said this to an inter¬ 
viewer; “I’m frank, brutally frank. And when I'm not 
frank. I look frank.” What would you call that? A man 
being sincere about his own occasional insincerity? As 
the popular saying has it, “Whether you mean It or not. 
be sincere.” 


Some expressions of sincerity are ealculatingly decep¬ 
tive. And in our society there are other aberrations of sin¬ 
cerity. There is the quite genuine sincerity of the fanatic, 
the dangerous sincerity of the person who believes that he. 
along with those who believe as he does, has a monopoly in 
a significant segment of truth and wisdom. He may be intol¬ 
erant, bigoted, hating those who disagree with him and 
sometimes a practitioner of cruelty on them — but you’ve 
got to give him full marks for sincerity. 

Then there is the alarming sincerity of the person who 
combines self-confidence with gross incompetence, a wll- 
lingnesa to take initiatives with serious deficiencies in 
wisdom and commonsense. 

The sincerity of such a person is sometimes more harm¬ 
ful than downright malice. But many of us do from time 
to time fall into the trap. We excuse our folly and inepl- 
neks Iqt assuring ourselves that we are sincere anyway. 
We sometimes assume that our sincerely good intentions 
allow us U> be incompetent and foolish in their imple¬ 
mentation. 

We must not. of course, fall into the easy cynicism which 
assumes that all appearances of sincerity are deceptive 
But we do need to be aware that even genuine sincerity is 
never a guarantee of truth, never a substitute for knowl 
edge, never an excuse for unnecessary incompetence 


In the Bible the word "sincerity”, as one of the authori¬ 
tative biblical dictionaries says, “implies that between 
the inner self and the expression nothing intervenes to 
confuse or distort.” An examination of the use of the word 
in the Bible shows that sincerity is never merely feeling 
or sentiment, never simply a matter .of one’s intentions, 
but, rather, a matter of the response of the whole person 
to challenge and opportunity, a response showing consis- 
. lency of inner being with outward conduct. 

N'une of us achieves an absolute sincerity. But our sin 
cerity has reality to the extent that our motives for good 
are expressed in our lives with all the competence that 
we have. And our sincerity is always subject to proof — the 
proof which we must provide.

Huge cavern in wild state 


By D.kVID SMITH 

CARLSBAD CAVERNS. 
N.M. (UPl) — New Cave 
seems like an odd name for a 
formation that bad its begin¬ 
nings a quarter-billion years 
ago and Inhabited by mam¬ 
mals long before civilization 
began. 

But the cave, a primitive 
cavern opened to the public 
at Carlsbad Caverns National 
Park, offers something new 
for modem man. 

Except for spelunkers. few 
persons get an opportunity to 
explore a huge cavern which 
is near Its "wild" state. Few 
experience what total dark¬ 
ness or nearly complete si¬ 
lence mean. 

Sitting on a limestone 
hump at the bottom of the 
New Cave, with lanterns 
turned oul, a visitor’s senses 
try to adjust as the blackness 
closes in. The only noise is a 
random "splat”, when a drop 
of water falls about 100 feel to 
the cavern floor. 

When lights are turned on 
again, the visitor can see the 
many formations in New 
Cave, many riv aling or sur¬ 
passing (hose in the deve¬ 
loped portion of the park. 
Seeing them as those who 
first explored the cave saw 
them gives one the feeling of 
a pioneer. 

There also is evidence of 
man. 

On the floor can be found 
charred pieces of cane 
torches, perhaps used by In¬ 
dians long before to light the 
way. There also are lire 
tracks, made more recently 
by persons who mined the 
huge deposits of bat dropp 
pings, or guano. 

New Cave was opened to 
the public in 1973 and will be 
kept primitive by the Nation¬ 
al Park Service, unlike the

main part of Carlsbad Cav¬ 
erns. 'Ihe developed caverns, 
about 11 miles from New 
Cave, have well-lighted 
paved trails, a restaurant at 
the bottom and elevators to 
the lop. 

New Cave Is for the more 
adventurous. 

There is a fairly sleep hike 
one mile up Slaughter Can¬ 
yon to the entrance. The tour 
itself, limited in numbers of 
participants, is conducted by 
rangers using gasoline lan¬ 
terns and flashlights. 

The trail through the cave 
is primitive, and sometimes 
slippery. Each tour is differ 
ent. depending on the wants 
of the participants and the 
personality of the ranger. 
The lour takes several hours. 

".New Cave is a primitive 
cave and visitors who can 
handle the ruggedness'of the 
area can treat themselves to 
a tour that is second only to 
true spelunking in a wild 
cave," says Don Dayton, 
park superintendent. 

Among the formations, 
which take on an eerie glow 
from the lantern light, is The 
Clansman, which has the ap¬ 
pearances of a hooded mon¬ 
ster. It was the backdrop for 
a scene from a 1950 motion 
picture. King Solomon's 
Mine. 

The Monarch, which 
sirelches 00 feel toward the 
ceiling, is one of the tallest 
stalagmite formations in the 
nation. The Chinese Wall is a 
delicate formation only a foot 
high but making its way 
across the floor 1,000 feet. 


Bat Guano, which was 
mined in the 1940s and 1950s 
as a high-nitrogen fertilizer,. 


covers many parts of the 
cave floor several feet deep. 
Bones of ancient bats, one a 
species not discovered any¬ 
where else, are buried in he 
debris. 

Carbon-dating indicates 
bats inhabited the cave near¬ 
ly 18,000 years ago, but the 


flying mammal no longer is 
found in the cave. After the 
cave's discovery by a goat¬ 
herd, Tom Tucker, in 1937, an 
expedition found pottery 
shards and other evidence of 
Indians who occupied the 
cave entrance 1,000 years 
ago.

In today’! ambitious 
slam venture, it was diffi¬ 
cult to find a way to score 
12 tricks. Undaunted by the 
odds, declarer choee be¬ 
tween two remote chances 
and found his reward when 
■ the more likely of two wild 
hopes came true. 

Declarer won the club 
ace and drew four rounds 
of tnunps. Since he had a 
diamond loser to go with 
(he inevitable spade loser, 
declarer’s only hope was to 
discard his losing diamond 
on one of dummy's spades. 
How could this be done? 

The'Obviously legitimate 
way was to hope that one of 
U.: defenders was dealt a 
si ' :l.n acc of spades so 
U jb he would be forced to 
w.n the first round of the 
su-t. Otherwise, a first- 
round duck would isolate 
dummy’s spades and the 
slam effort would end up 
one short. 

Praying for a singleton 
ace of spades was a long 
shot among long shots. 
Better to look for a way 
whose success probability 
was pretty bad, but at least 
a little better than Just one 
chance. Here’s how de¬ 
clarer made his own way. 

After drawing four 
rounds of trumps, the club 
king was cashed and a 
spade was led to dummy. 
As expected. East held up 
his ace and dummy won 
the trick. West starting a 
high-low signal with his 
spade five. (Note that had 
the spade ace been single- 
ton, declarer could claim 
his contract.) Dummy’s 
last club was ruffed and 
declarer cashed the ace 
and king of diamonds, 
leaving East with only 
ipades left in hia hand. 
Declarer now led his sec¬ 
ond spade and E^st was 
helptess. H he ducked.

NANALMO — Nanaimo 
coroner’s Jur>’ deliberated for 
one and a quarter hours be¬ 
fore delivering a verdict 
Thursday in which It blamed 
a 28-yeai>old Squamish man 
for the Nanaimo oil tank farm 
fire Sept. 7. 

Two jiersons died as a re¬ 
sult of the S2.6 million bla^e, 
including Michael Tychwiick, 
the man blamed for it. 

The other victim was Nan¬ 
aimo volunteer fireman Ber¬ 
nard Morlez, 60, w'ho died 
after an exiplosion while tr>’- 
ing to move a fuel truck away 
from the scene. 

The juiy found tliat the ac¬ 
tion of Tj'chcmick as respon-

sible for the fire which led to 
his “unatural death.’’ Hbw’- 
ever, the jury was unable to 
determine whether he caused 
the fire deliberately or ac¬ 
cidentally. 

Tychctfiic-k died in the bum 
unit of Vancouver General 
Hospital Oct. 20. 

The jury also ruled that 
Moriez’ death was unnatural 
and accidental, and that he 
died in the lino of duty. 

The juiy commended 
Moriez and" the Nanaimo fire 
department in fighting an e.x- 
tremely dangerous fire, and 


“for their professicmal con¬ 
duct in the face of a fire un¬ 
precedented in C^ada." 

In Thursday’s testimony, 
the jury was given a personal¬ 
ity profile of T>-<iionick from 
Nanaimo psychiatrist Dr. 
Robin Molyneaux, from of- 
fidf documents that the doc- 
tdShad studied. 

Ve said Tychonick had with 
two other youths set three 
Ifres in North Vancouver in 
1858 and was severely burned 
from the waist up. 

The doctor said there were 
sev'eral other fire-setting in¬ 


cidents up to 1970 in Tychon- 
ick’s life. 

Dr. Molyneaux said Tyxhon- 
ick had a disturbed back¬ 
ground and w’as repeatedly in¬ 
volved in aggressive, anti¬ 
social acts. 

He added that Tychonick 
had a “sadistic trend toward 
others w1ule in school,” and 
was described at age 15 as a 
“hardened criming” by a 
school principal. 

Tlie doctor said that at the 
time of the fire, Tjxhonick 
was fiiistrated. 

He said the victim’s boat 
had been imiKninded; his 


driver’s licence suspended for 
24 hours, and he was suffering 
s^cual frustratiim because an 
Involvement he had w'as com¬ 
ing to an end after a lengthy 
relationship. 

Molyneaux said Tychonick 
used both drugs and alcohol. 
On the morning of the fire 
'Tj’chonick had not intended to 
kill himself — he was 
“expressing rage and anger," 
the ps>'chiatrist said. 

“The opportunity to start 
tile fire presented itself and 
he took advantage of it.” 

The doctor added. howe\'er. 
tiiat liad there been an obri- 
ous deterrent such as an ex¬ 
tremely high fence or a 
guard. TychcBiick “probably 
would not have proce^ed.”

Bennett-labor summit 
‘would avert showdown’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
foi'mer industrial leader said 
'Thursday that FTemier Bill 
Bennett should hold a summit 
conference with trade union 
leaders to avert an inevitable 
confrontation ov'er labor law’s. 

Charles Connaghan, ad¬ 
ministrative vice-presid«it of 
the University of British Oo- 
lumWa, made the statement 
during a panel discussion on 
industrial relations at a log¬ 
ging conference. 

“There is a need to move 
quickly to defuse this exjdo 
siv’e situatiion and avoid a da¬ 
maging showdown,■’ he said. 

C^naghan is the former 
head negotiator for construc¬ 
tion companies in B.C., and 
wrote a report for the federal 
government on whether Cana¬ 
dian lalx>r relations could ben¬ 
efit from West Germ^y’s 
•tyle of industrial democracy. 

The United States will de¬ 
velop a model of its own for 
worker xiarticij>alion or co- 
managenieni within the next 
decade. Connaghan .said dur-^ 
ing the discussion, and an “al¬ 
ready perceptible trend . . . 
will continue to grerw” ev'ery- 
where in Canada except B.C. 

He said he excluded B.C. 
because its labor relations 
“are far too primitive to han¬ 
dle the level ol so|;hislication" 
required by new appn>aches. 

'The province’s inusliial re¬ 
lations “jack the mutual trust, 
the attitude of accommo¬ 
dation and the desire for 
change-and im()rovement.’’

Ball with Ottawa—Phillips

NANAIMO — Duke Point 
would mean instant jobs for 
the central Vancouver Island 
area, but residents must pres¬ 
sure Ottawa to give the go- 
ahead for the $L10 million port 
dexelopment, provincial Eco* 
Romlc Development Minister 
Don Phillips told a Nanaimo 
Chamber of Commerce lun¬ 
cheon Wednesday. 

Phillips said that the B.C 
Development Corporati<m 
could mov'e bulldozers In two 
days after official approval 
came from Ottawa. 

Negotiations have been 
going on between Victoria and 
Ottawa over the project. Phil¬ 
lips said, and the decisiem to 
go ahead now' rests in Ottawa. 

He urged the chamber and 
the Nanaimo Action Oommit- 
t c e , widch cosponsored 
Wednesday’s meeting, to initi¬ 
ate action to put pressure on 
Ottawa for the decision. 

Phillips said that the proj¬ 


ect, which is estimated to cost 
a total of H-IO million, w-ould 
provide 1.200 construction 
jobs and a $S9 millifxi payroll 
during construction. 

When built, the project 
would provide 600 direct and 
1,300 indirect jobs and a $28 
million annual payroll, he 
said. 

"Industry is waiting to lo¬ 
cate at I>id(e Point now," 
Phillips said. "Duke Point is 
economic development sitting 
there waiting to happen. The 
only question now is when.’’ 

He said toat he talked to 
Otto Lang, federal transport 
minister, three weeks ago 
about the Duke Point develop¬ 
ment. 

BCDC has more than ful¬ 
filled its role of catalyst to get 
the project underway, Phillips 
said. 

When BCDC first b^Ame 
involved in the project, in the 
spring of 1976, Phillips said, 
the Nanaimo Harbor Commis¬ 
sion told the government that 
they had been held up by 


their attempts to get fore¬ 
shore leases from the NDP 
government. 

The Social Credit govern¬ 
ment, he said, agreed with Ot- 
taw’a that they would give up 
the leases, provided the 
transfer was not completed 
until the federal government 
gave the project the go-ahead 
and provided BCLKJ would 
control the backlands. 

Then, Phillips said, BCDC 
began negotiations to buy the 
backlands for the port-indus¬ 
trial complex. 

These negotiations now 
have been successfully con¬ 
cluded and detailed engineer¬ 
ing studies are being done. 

"So far as I am cMicemed, 
the B.C. government and 
BCDC have gone beywid the 
call of duty, by putting money 
the line to purchase land," 
he said. “No one can accuse 
us of foot-dragging." 

If Ottawa is looking at ways 
to stimulate the economy, 
Duke Point is a ready-made 
answer, Phillips said.

Point, and of other develop¬ 
ments.

But, 
he said, there were still vocal 
minorities ^vho were trying to 
mak^ projects like Duke Print 
fail. 

He urged the chamber and 
the action committee to start 
a campaign for Duke Point. 

T.'ie chamber has already 
started a letter-writing cam¬ 
paign. asking Nanaimo-area 
residents to write In sig)port 
of the project to the chamber 
office. The letters will then be 
foi-warded to Phillips and 
Lang. 

Tom Humble of the Nanai¬ 
mo Acti(m Committee said 
that his group is making 
plans to travel to Ottawa to 
press for quick approval on 
Duke Point. 

Phillips \v'ould not estimate 
how long it will take for Otta¬ 
wa to make a decisiwi on the 
project. 


Beban Park complex 

Disaster threatens 
if referendum fails

NANAIMO — Failure of the 
referendum to raise the mill 
rate for Beban Park complex 
would leave the Nanaimo Re¬ 
gional district with only two 
"frightening” alternatives, 
the chairman erf the regitm's 
parks and recreation commit¬ 
tee said Wednesday. 

Ray Bzxx)kbank, speaking at 
a press conference called to 
kick off the region’s campaign 
for the referendum, said that 
the two altematives would be 
either to close the complex or 
try to set up a new specified 
area at a higher mill rate. 

Closing the complex would 
still require two and a half 
mills of taxpayers’ money. 
Aid. Broriebank said, for debt 
charges and insurance. 

Hie rate now is three mills, 
with the region asking to have 
it raised to five mills. A spe¬ 
cial rate of 3.5 mills is being 
charged this year. 

Voters in regional district 
electoral areas A. Cedar; B, 
Gabriola; C, Extension, and 
E, East Wellington-Pleasant 
Valley-Lantzville, as well as 
the city of Nanaimo, will be 
asked to approve the increase 
on election day, Nov. 19, 

Brookbaric said that the 
vote 'will be on an over-all 
basis, and for that reasem no 
one area can opt out. But, he 
said, if the referendum failed, 
the regional board would look 
closely at the vote by area, to 
see U it could come up with a 
new paying area, \rith the 
idea of another referendum at 
a higher mill rate. 

'nie only other alternative 
would be to close the doors on 
the $7.8 million recreation 
centre, he said. 

Brookbank said that the al¬ 
ternative of different areas 
paying different mill rates Is 
undesirable, and that at this 
stage he prefers to be op¬ 
timistic that the referendum 
will pass. 

Thme in the areas original¬ 
ly approving the three-mill 
referendum would still be 
paying, he said, while others 
paid a higher rate. 


The result would be chaos 
in trying to decide who was 
entitled to use the facilities, 
he said. 

The ke arena^iool-social 
centre complex was built as a 
result of a regional study that 
showed these were the most 
desired facilities In the Nanai¬ 
mo area. Broriebank said. Use 
of the facilities has confirmed 
this, he said.

QUALICUM BEACH — The 
National Second Century 
Fund of B.C. has been srt up 
to purchase areas of land 
wbi^ are of particular ecolo¬ 
gical importanoe, and may be 
taken a\’er by developers to 
the detriment of the environ¬ 
ment 

The fund is directed by a 
board of governors. Paul 
Smith of Frwich Creek near 
QuaJicUm, is the governor re¬ 
presenting Vancouver Island. 
He was appointed to fill the 
seat left vacant ■ when Ro¬ 
derick Haig-Brown died. 

When national centennial 
celebraticjns ended, the feder¬ 
al government had $4.6 mil¬ 
lion left over from the budget. 


’This was used to set itp the 
National Second Century 
Fund of B.C. Smith said only 
interest on the capital is being 
used to purchase lands 

The governors are not nor¬ 
mally interested Irj buying 
land for park use. as this is 
the responsibility of the pro¬ 
vincial government. 

The fund's resources have 
been used to purchase land in 
river estuaries, which are 
particularly important to fish 
and bird life. Salmon need 
the estuaries to make the ad¬ 
justment from fresh to sea 
water. If the estuaries are da¬ 
maged by industry or other 
developments, many of the 
young salmon will die as a re¬ 
sult. 


TTie Secemd Century Fund 
does not usually administer 
the lands which it aeq\jires, 
but delegates the respcsisi- 
hility to some other nr{Sp)ni/a- 
Hon such as fish and wildlafe. 

Smith said the fund is not 
urxler the control of the feder¬ 
al or the provincial govern¬ 
ments. It is up to the l)oard of 
governors to use their best 
judgment. 

Land in several river es¬ 
tuaries on Vancouver Waml 
has been purchased. The Ca¬ 
nadian Wldlife Service is ad- 
ministerir^ land purchased 
by the fund in the estuary ol 
Nanoose Owk 

The Marshall family gave 
the people of Canada a large 


piece of hmd at the mouth of 
the Little Qualicum River. 
Smith said this has been 
made into a wildlife refuge 
and is now protected from 
commercial development. 

Smith said he first got inter¬ 
ested in the fund several 
y^ars ago when he realized 
proposed develofrments at the 
mouth of Englishman River 
near Parksville, would do 
enormous barm to the envi¬ 
ronment. 

The fund is negotiating for 
tlw purchase of the low-lying 
part of the flats which is the 
bed ri an old river. It has 
been cut off ly a road and a 
dike. The board of governors 
plan to remove the i^oad and 
dike to restore the natural en¬ 


vironment as far as possible. 
Smith said the Englishman 
River used to be famous for 
cutthroat trout and he be¬ 
lieves it ran be restored. 

Smith said people do not re¬ 
alize how important slews are 
for wildlife in estuaries. He is 
deeply concerned about the 
situation at Franch Creek. 
\Vhen he started asking ques¬ 
tions, he discovered an em¬ 
bankment had been built 90 
years ago. Proposed develop¬ 
ments could do further dam¬ 
age to the envinximent of the 
river. 

Sometimes National Second 
Century Fund works with 
other organizations to pur¬ 
chase lands. The fund is co- 
ofieratlng with Nature Oonser- 


^*eTlcy of Canada to purchase 
Cabbage Island, which is one 
of the Gulf Islands. 'Tlus is¬ 
land of only 10 or 11 acres has 
a natqi'al harbor and is popu¬ 
lar with boaters. Smkh said 
there is a magnificent crab 
bed and other interesting nat¬ 
ural features nearby. 

Nature ConseiNancy wanted 
to acquire the island to ensure 
continued public access. Sec¬ 
ond Century will contribuie 
approximately $25,000 to the 
purchase price. 

The fund has purchased 
lands in many parts of B.C., 
including Red Fish Creek in 
the Kori«iays and Wasa Slew 
on the Columbia River. This 
w^ made into a bird sanctu¬ 
ary'. 


Smith said the fund has 
spent a lot of money on real 
estate in the Adams River 
area to preserve spawning 
grounds of sockeye salmon on 
the Fraser River. The area 
was starting to be threatened 
by developments w’hich could 
have despoiled the river. 

He said the fund had the 
support of the provincial gov¬ 
ernment and the federal fish¬ 
eries department in purchas¬ 
ing six major pieces of proiv 
erty. The provincial govern¬ 
ment will not dispose of any 
crown land in the area. An In¬ 
dian reserve is located in part 
of the protected area. 

Setxxid Century is budgeting 
to purchase several other 


pieces of land in the Admas 
RUver area to eliminate all 
commercialism. 

Smith said some of the 
keenest conservationists ore 
hunters and fishermen and 
they acquire a great knowl¬ 
edge of wildlife and the wil¬ 
derness. He said: "If we are 
going to use money to bviy 
property, vve will not let a 
small group profit by hunting 
on it. We will preserve the 
wildlife.’’ Smith is not against 
hunting outside sanctuaries. 

National Second Ontury 
Fund <rf B.C. Is continuing to 
look for land which it can 
acquire through purchase or 
by gifts to preserve the natu¬ 
ral environment.

Mrs. Glover’s husband 
survived the war and re¬ 
turned to Canada with 
her.

T\ro persons died as a re¬ 
sult of the $2.6 million bla/e, 
including Michael Tycbonick, 
the man. blamed for it. 

The other victim was Nan¬ 
aimo volunteer fireman Bci'- 
nard Moriez. 60, who died 
after an explosion while tiy- 
ing to nK)^ a fuel truck away 
from the scene. 

The jury found tliat the ac¬ 
tion of TVt^onick as respon¬ 


sible for the fire which led to 
liis "unnatunU death.” How¬ 
ever., the jurj was-unable to 
determine whether he caused 
the fire deliberately or ac¬ 
cidentally. 

T>-chonick died in the bum 
unit of V^ancouver General 
Hospital Oct. 20. 

The jurj' also ruled that 
Moriez’ death was unnatural 
and accidental, and that he 
died in the line of duty. 

The jury commended 
Moiiez and tlie Nanaimo fire 
depaziment In fighting an e.\- 
tmmely dangerous fiie, and 


“for theit^ professional con¬ 
duct in tlie face of a fire un¬ 
precedented in Canada." 

In Thursday's testimony, 
the jury was given a {/ersonal- 
rty profile of T>*cb<MUck from 
Nanaimo psychiatrist Dr. 
Robin Mol^neaux, from of¬ 
ficial documents that the doc¬ 
tor had studied. 

He said Tj chonick had with 
two other youths set three 
fires in North Vancouver in 
1S5S and was sevei'ely burned 
from the waist up. 

The* doctor said there were 
several other fire-setting in¬ 


cidents up to 1970 in T>'chon- 
ick’s -life. 

Dr. -Molyneaux said Tychon- 
ick had a disturbed back¬ 
ground and was repeatedly in¬ 
volved in aggressive, anti¬ 
social acts. 

He added that Tychonick 
had a “sadistic trend tow'ard 
othej*s while in school." and 
was described at age 15 as a 
“hanlened criminal" by a 
sdiool principal. 

The doctor said that at the 
time of the fire, Tychonick 
was frustrated. 

He said the victim’s boat 
had been impounded; his 


driver’s licence suspended for 
24 hours, and he was suffering 
sexual frustration because , 
involvement he had wasi com¬ 
ing to an end after a lengtliy 
relationship. 

MoijTieaux said Tyehonick 
used both drugs and alcohol. 
On the morning of the fire 
Tyclwnick had not intended to 
kifl himself — he was 
“e.xpressing rage and anger.’* 
the psj'chiatrist said. 

“The opportunity to start 
tlie fii'e preswitcd itself and 
he took advantage of it.” 

The doctor added, however, 
that Iiad there been an obvi¬ 
ous deterrent such as an ex¬ 
tremely high fence or a 
guard, Tychonick “probably 
would not have proceeded.”

Victoria Aid. Robert Wright

the Anacortes Port Authority 
win get a 12.4 million grant 
from the U.S. government tp 
purchase a vessel for the Sid- 
ney-Anacortes ferry run. 

Wright was in Anacortes 
earlier Thursday on behalf of 
the Victoria Chamber of Cbm- 
meree and the Visitors’ Infor¬ 
mation Centre to support the 
Anacortes Port Authority's re¬ 
quest for the grant. 

He said the meeting was at¬ 
tended by six U.S. ecotxvnistj 
who would report to the U.S. 
government’s Economic Dev¬ 
elopment Administration on 
the merits of the grant re¬ 
quest. 

"If their report is favorable, 
they’ll get the grant and we’ll 
continue to have a terry run 
between Sidney and Ana- 


cortes. "Wright said.. 

Washington Gov’emor Dixy 
Lee Ray decided earlier this 
year to discontinue the ferry • 
run because Washington State 
Ferries needed the vessels on 
other runs. e | 

When the decision v»tis met 
with solid opposition both in 
tiie U.S. and in Canada, the 
governor poctooned cancella- 
tic« of the service until the 
port authority had an opportu¬ 
nity to get funds ajud continue 
the service. 

Wright said he hed the im¬ 
pression the economists, most 
of them senior bank pres¬ 
idents and vice-presi(tents, 
would submit a favorable re¬ 
port to the U.S. govern m ent.

IGng George 
V led a small proeeksion of 
his family to their appointed 
places — one at each comer 
of the Cenotaph where they 
stood with heads baw*ed in 
their brilliant uniforms to pay 
their respects to the Unknuvv’n 
Warrior.

North Saanich mumctpal 
clerk Te^ Fairs said Wednes¬ 
day that a bylaw to control 
excavation and dumping Is 
being prepared by his staff 
and sh^Id be ready by the 
end of the year. 

Asked if North Saanich 
knew where trucks from 
Westport Marina were dump¬ 
ing tiieir clay, now that th^ 
were not dumping in the deer 
habitat. Fairs said he didn’t 
have any idea. 

The clay was dumped into 
an 18-acre sandpit in a 26-8cre 
field behind the municipal 
hall.

Wilfred T. Grenfell (1865-1941) 
— and Pierre Berton in a CBC- 
TV documentary on the 
Engllsh-bom doctor says. “I 
don't think this Would have 
bothered Grenfell In the least 
... he wanted his work 'to 
live." 

The one-hour documentary. 
Grenfell of Labrador, on CBC- 
TV (Channels 2 and 6). Wednes¬ 
day. Nov. 16 at 9:30 p.m.. 
shows that Dr. Wilfred Gi^ell 
certainly achieved world-wide 
fame in his own lifetime . .. 
and that the work he started in 
labrador and northern New¬ 
foundland. long before they 
were part of the Confederation, 
is still being carried on. 

Written and narrated by 
Pierre Berton. Grenfell of 
’ Labrador Is a fascinating tale 
of how Dr Grenfell, educated at 
Oxford and Bred with mis¬ 
sionary zeal, dedicated his life 
to the people on the atlantic 
coast. In 1892 he sailed with the 
National Mission of Deep Sea 
Fishermen to Labrador and 
Newfoundland. At that time, 
there wasn't a single doctor for 
the 30.000 people on the

coastlirte and Grenfell lound 
"poverty on a scale beyond 
anything he had seen before." 
The people suffered from 
malnutrition, rickets, tuber¬ 
culosis. scurvy and infected 
amputations. 

U:iing historic black and 
white photographs, early 
movie fllm. newspaper recorcb 
and Grenfell's own diaries, the 
documentary reveals the dif¬ 
fering aspects of this eccentric 
zealot's life: preaching and 
doctoring: establishing 
hospitals, and an orphanage, 
encouraging development of in¬ 
dustrial crafts and cottage in¬ 
dustries: crossing Canada on 
fund-raising drives for his 
medical missions: meeting 
with equally famous contem¬ 
poraries like Alexander 
Graham Bell. Mackenzie King. 
Henry Ford. Albert 
Schweitzer, and the Duke and 
Duchess of York. 

Grenfell was presumed dead 
after one early trip down the 
Labrador coast — his obituary 
was acutally printed in Lon¬ 
don: and. In 1908 he did nearly 
die — falling through ice in the 
spring break-up, enroute to 
save a sick child. He was saved 
only by his resourcefulness in 
killing several of his dogs, 
making a cloak with their skins 
and a flagpole from their bones 
— and he had the good fortune 


to be spotted the next day. 
crouched, frozen, on an icepan. 

Oil camera, Pierre Berton 
with the skill of the consum¬ 
mate story-teller, links all the 
episodes together. As he says, 
"there's no easy way of 
describing Grenfell, he was one 
of those eccentric, adven¬ 
turous. dedicated Englishmen 
who kept turning up in the far 
comers of the world during the 
Victoria Age." 

Eccentricity aside. Grenfell 
formed the Grenfell Associa¬ 
tion of America in 1907. later to 
become the International 
Grenfell Association which still 
runs the medical and social 
services in northern New¬ 
foundland and Labrador — 
funded now by the New¬ 
foundland government. 

Grenfell of Labrador, 
produced and directed for CBC- 
TV by Terence Macartney- 
Filgato. features the voices of 
Barry Morse as Dr. Grenfell 
and Jackie Burroughs as his 
wife. Ann. Supplementing 
graphic material loaned by the 
National Archives of Canada 
and Yale Medical Library are 
original illustrations by award¬ 
winning Newfoundland artist 
. David Blackwood. 

Grenfell of Labrador is. 
produced In co-operation with 
the National Film Board of 
Canada.

"W« muKt rnncmber. U w* do not, the sacrifice of (hose 
one hundred thousand Canadian lives will be meaningless. 
They died for us. lor their homes and families and friends, 
for a collection of traditions they cherished and a future they 
believed In; they died (or Canada. The meaning of their 
sacrifice rests srith our collective national consciousness; 
our future Is their monument.” 

These words, so accusing In their Implications, were 
written by Heather Robertson, who Is a lady not noted (or 
pulling her punches They appear In A Terrible Beauty, The 
Art of Canada at War. 

A Terrible Beauty, despite Its sire 110 Inches by nine) 
and profusion of color plates. Is no coffee-table decoration. 
As an impression of Canada's war years It has no peer, and I 
shouldn't be surprised If It comes to be recognized, at the 
very least, as the most Important art book of Its generation. 

What does It contain? One hundred and two color plates 
drawn from the over b.OOO paintings In the Canadian War Art 
collection, by such artlsta as Ales Colville, Charles Comfort, 
David Milne, Frederick Varley, Lawren Harris, A. Y. 
Jackson. Arthur LIsmer, Bruno B^k. Edwin Holgate. Jack 
Humphrey. C. W. Jefferys. Jack Shadbolt and a host of 
others whose work can hold Its own In distinguished com- 
panv. 

In storage since IMtl and virtually forgotten. Canada's 
war paintings are nothing less than a national treasure. We 
owe them to the Initiative of Lord Beaverbrook, who had the 
foresight to commission them during both World Wars. "It 
was the largest war art program ever undertaken by any 
country and the first great official conunlsslon for Caniadlan 
artists.” says Robertson In her Introduction, and goes on to 
speculate tiut "Perhaps It Is revulsion against war which 
has led to the rejection of the beauty it produced.” 

The paintings aloiie would be enough to bowl one over, 
but A Terrible Beauty contains more. The book was original¬ 
ly conceived as a natural sequel to Salt of the ^rtb. 
Robertson's earlier book about the homesteaders of the 
West, which ends with the sons of the homesteaders heading 
off to war. As In Salt of the Eiarth. the teat of A Terrible 
Beauty consists of selected and edited excerpts from diaries.. 
memoirs and letters found In archives, libraries and 
museums. The result Is a stunning word portrait of war 
drawn by Canadian servicemen.and women largely at the 
time, on the spot. There is little room for hindsight and even 
less lor nostalgia. Heather Robertson Is not a female Barry

Broadfoot. She does not Interview, sbe researches, and her 
boohs are powerful because she selects from her research 
with a salutary blend of Intelligence and sensitivity. 

The text of A Terrible Beauty (alls neatly Into two parts, 
each dealing with one of the World Wars, and I defy anyone 
to read It unmoved. Robertson's orchestration of her aelec- 
tlons Is virtually flawless, and her arrangement of the 
paintings Is superti as well. (She was assisted In their selec¬ 
tion by the Director of the Robert Mclaugblln Gallery In 
Oshawa. Joan Murray, who also organized a nation-wide tour 
of the paintings. A Terrible Beauty is to be the catalogue for 
the exhibition, arhlch will tour II Canadian cities in two 
years. No Canadian, or any art lover, should miss It.) 

It's Instructive, reading this book, to see how much the 
world has changed since 1914. Our perceptions appear to 
have altered nearly as much as our technology. In the pieces 
written after 1939. one Is struck by what I can only describe 
as their tone of mechanistic realism. Only In moments of the 
most Intensely felt emotion do the writers from (he Second 
World War (with one exception) begin to sound like the men 
who experienced VImy and Passchendaele. 

Heather Robertson's Introduction to A Terrible Beauty 
sketches the Impact of the (wo wars on Canada and "the 


world of the war artist" with a graphic skill of her own. She 
leads us Into (he main (ext easily, with excerpts describing 
the news of war. recruiting and basic (raining. We learn that 
"htademolselle from Armentlers" (who was the "Ull 
Marlene" of the First World War — now there's a thou^t 
worth pondering) was written by Montreal entertainer GItz 
Hice, and that hardtack Is "a kind of dog biscuit" which 
makes an excellent fuel lor boiling tea. 

And then — and then we read the words of the soldier 
who thrust his bayonet between a man's ribs and couldn't 
pull It out again: "I put my foot up against his body and try to 
kick him off. He shrieks Into my (ace . ..” 

We read the last words of another, found In a blood¬ 
stained notebook: "Got It In the neck — find paybook and will 
at record office. God la good. God Is love. God bless 
Moth . . 

And there are Alex Colville's drawings from Belsen. 

A Terrible Beauty Is, of course, an Indictment of war. 
But It la also a celebration of the response to It by Individual 
Canadians. Its title Is well and truly chosen. 

A TERRIBLE BEAUTY, by Heathbr Robertson. Lorlmer.

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Dief Ends Up Mean, Petty, Vindictive 


This book should have been 
sub-titled "Getting Even". It Is 
difficult to see any other pur¬ 
pose behind It than sheer vin¬ 
dictiveness — unless It is self- 
vindication. In either case the 
subject, and author, of the 
work emerges with the least 
credit. 

As history the book does not 
offer very much although, as in 
the preyious volumes, Dlefen- 
bsker had the assistance of 
John Munro, a reputable 
historian. What makes it dif¬ 
ficult to accept DIefenbaker's 
version of events is not simply 
his determination to slander 
his former colleagues. It is his 
apparent willingness (o' twist 
evidence (or his own purposes. 
It is difficult to credit much of 
what he says. 

In the case of the Harkness 
resignation — the event which 
triggered the explosion of dis¬ 
content within DIefenbaker's 
cabinet — not only does the 
DIefenbaker version differ 
from that presented recently 
by Harkness In a series of new¬ 
spaper articles, it asserts that 
Harkness’ decision to resign 
was made In a drunken stupor 
at a Press Gallery dinner and 
not as a result of Intolerable 
frustration with the prime 
minister's unwillingness either 


to keep his word or make a 
decision. 

It Is, of course, arguable that 
the Harkness version is as open 
to question as the DIefenbaker 
story. Harkness' account, 
however, was concerned with 
the events whereas Diefen- 
baker's Is more concerned with 
the personalities. Harkness 
poinM out that agreement had 
been reached on the govern¬ 
ment's defence policy as it con¬ 
cerned the Bomarc and In¬ 
terceptor aircraft In early 
January, 1963. subsequent to 
the Nassau conference. The 
substance of this agreement 
was to be Included In a state¬ 
ment to the House of Commons 
by Mr. DIefenbaker. According 
to Harkness. as he heard the 
speech It was; but it was so 
vague and Inteflarded with the 
circumlocutions that 
characterized DIefenbaker's 
speeches, that only those who 
knew the substance of the 
agreement between Harkness 
and the prime minister could 
make It out. 

Apparently the press could 
not, and assumed that the 
government was continuing to 
hedge. Disturbed by this in¬ 
terpretation. Harkness issued a 
press release clarifying the 
prime minister's statement.

DIefenbaker yiewed (he press 
release as unnecessary and 
foolish; "I do not know who 
convinced him to Issue his 
press release and thus muddy 
the waters by lending sulh 
stance to press rumors that 
there was a serious division in 
cabinet over defence matters." 

They were not tumors, they 
were fact. The cabinet was 
divided and Harkness had 
thought the breach had been 
healed by the agreenwnt. Ob¬ 
viously DIefenbaker was not 
prepared to keep the agree¬ 
ment — which he does not men¬ 
tion — and was equally un¬ 
prepared to make a decision on 
the Bomarc question. By 
selecting evidence be attempts 
to make Harkness out as both a 
traitor and a fool. Apart from 
Mr. Diefenbaker's assertions, 
there seems to be no evidence 
(hat he was either. 

The book Is filled with asser¬ 
tions which test the reader's 
credulity. Is It really true that 
Marcel Faribault agreed to run 
as a conservative only If he was 
paid 650.000 a year for'five 


years, made minister of exter¬ 
nal affairs and given a veto on 
all legislation by virtue of be¬ 
ing senior French Canadian 
member? If It Is, It la truly 
astonishing. 

And Is It really true that 
Donald Fleming badly wanted 
to be made ChM Justice of the 
Supreme court but wouldn't ac¬ 
cept the post of puisne Judge of 
the same court — which was all 
DIefenbaker would offer? It 
seems remarkable since Flem¬ 
ing clearly wanted out of public 
life and out of Ottawa. 

And was Roland Mlchener, 
whom DIefenbaker suggests 
was less than successful as 
speaker, suffering from loss of 
political courage when he an¬ 
nounced after his defeat In 196J 
that he would not again seek 
elected office? Mlchener was 
correct In asserting that 
former speakers seldom re¬ 
enter the political battle, and 
DIefenbaker was his character¬ 
istically mean and petty sell In 
refusing Mlchener a Senate 
seat. 

What Is so remarkable about

this book Is (hat few. If any, of 
Diefenbaker's colleagues 
emerge as much more than 
weaklings, rogues and traitors. 
The wonder Is not that a 
government made up of such 
men lasted as long as it did. but 
that he was such a poor Judge 
of character (hat he not only 
appointed them to high office 
but left (hem at their posts 
despite what. If (his book Is to 
be believed, was ampla 
evidence of their perfidy. 

It Is unfortunate that John 
DIefenbaker It more Interested 
In wreaking vengeance for real 
or Imagined wrongs. His 
government did much that is 
worthy of discussion, and In 
many respects, it served the 
country well. But apart from a 
few passing references to the 
loneliness of being a prime 
minister and several pages on 
(be devaluation of the dollar, 
one would think that the 
government did nothing but 
stew over NATO, NORAD and 
the wicked John F. Kennedy. 

There It currently a theory 
that stress Is (he greatest 
threat to longevity. It Is easy to 
see that John DIefenbaker 
owes his ripe old age to the 
absence of stress. Here surely 
is a man who worried little and 


(eared less because he was 
completely ‘convinced of his 
own rectitude, then as party 
leader and prime minister and 
now as the only octogenarian 
Member of Parliament. When 
DIefenbaker lost an election or 
the party leadership It was 
someone else's fault or the 
result of wicked plots by the In¬ 
substantial men beneath him. 

Not once Is there the sl¬ 
ightest hint that he ever 
doubted bimself. Half his 
cabinet could be plotting his 
overthrow, a third confronting 
him with proposals (or his 
resignation, and Canada's prin¬ 
cipal ally driven, in frustration, 
to unprecented open in¬ 
terference in our affairs, and 
through it all there never cros¬ 
sed Diefenbaker's mind even a 
vrisp of an idea that he might be 
wrong and they right. 

Although he hop^ to deliver 
the coup de grace to his old foes 
with this final volume. John 
DIefenbaker is (he man who 
comes oft badly by it all; mean 
In spirit, petty in his Judgments 
and vindictive In recollection.

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At Last, 'Hanging Judge' Cleared

After James Douglas, Judge Matthew 
Balllie Begble Is probably the most Impor¬ 
tant figure of IQtb century British Colum¬ 
bia. The two men of Scottish background 
were vastly different in temrerament — 
Douglas reserved and stem, Begble witty 
and outgoing — but they shared the com¬ 
mon objectives of Imposing law and 
order on a rongh gold colony and of keep¬ 
ing it British, which also meant keeping it 
out of the hands of the Americans. 

In many ways Begble Is the more In¬ 
teresting person. He was an educated man 
of keen Intellect. He bad a gift for 
languages. He was authoritarian, yet often 
championed underdogs In a day when they 
could be blandly ignored. He could pour 
scorn on Juries for their verdicts, be un¬ 
orthodox In his Judicial methods, and 
sound in his Judgments. 

He was also eminently controversial, 
and by a quirk of history — the kind of fate 
that bften befalls those around whom 
legends spring up — he became known 
after bis death as the Hanging Judge. 

Clearly. Begble has long warranted a 
full-length biography, and now we have It 
In David Williams' new book. First, let it 
be said that Williams writes exceedingly 
well. His style Is lucid; he makes a point 
without palaver, and Is ever alert to 
paradox. He Is also a lawyer, a factor very 
much in his favor when he comes to 
analyse Begble's performance on the 
bench. He has researched his subject 
prodigiously, examining the Judge's bench 
books, obscure records, and a lot of 
previously-unexplored correspondence.

The result Is a book that focuses strong¬ 
ly on Begble's career and at the same time 
exposes several misconceptions. Williams 
brings forward evidence to show that 
Begble's appointment as B.C.'s first high 
court Judge was based on his brains and 
professional experience, not on his con¬ 
nections. He demonstrates that while 
Begble on his iplnlng-camp circuits could 
be very strict In applying law to facts, es¬ 
pecially In rases of civil disobedience, he 
could be lenient In sentencings 

He reminds us that despite the fears of 
colonial officials, the California miners in 
B.C. never became a lawless bunch, and 
that largely because Begble dealt Justice 
swiftly and fairly, regardless of 
nationality or color, the law was 
respected. 

“Within a short time, a few years 
only." Williams writes, ' the work was 
done; frontier Justice In British Columbia 
never piayed the role It did In California 
and lynchings did not disgrace the colonial 
period, the only authentic one occurred 
long after, in 1^" 

He shows how Begble was a maker of 
statute law. He draws neat distinctions 
between Begbie the administrator and 
Begbie the Jurist, and perceives how. after 
union in 18ti6. he recognized changing 
times and acted accordingly. “Begbie was 
nut reactionary but reformist; not narrow 
but broadminded, not Insensitive but 
tolerant and humane" 

Begble's fulmlnations from the bench 
could be devastating. The best and lesser 
known ones are all here. This, to a man 
charged in a saloon killing at Williams 
Lake: 

"Your crime was unmitigated, 
diabolical murder. You deserve to be 
hanged! Had the Jury performed their 
duty, I might now have the painful 


satisfaction of condemning you to death, 
and you, gentlemen of the Jury, you are a 
pack of Dalles horse-thieves, and permit 
me to say,' It would give me great pleasure 
to see you hanged, each and eveby one of 
you. lor declaring a murderer guilty only 
of manslaughter." 

In Begble's day, as the author points 
out, “Judges frequently reprehended 
Juries fur verdicts they telieved wrong; 
the practice is uncommon but not un¬ 
known. today." He also describes old 
customs like the "chicken oath" ad¬ 
ministered to Chinese witnesses. 

In fart, to anyone old enough to 
remember the chilling moments when 
Supreme Court Judges In B.C. would put on 
their black caps and pronounce the death 
sentence — which is not so long ago — the 
changes In courtroom practices alone 
since Begble's era make fascinating 
reading. 

This bonk casts Begble In a fair light as 
a Judge. The man himself, though, re¬ 
mains rather enigmatic. There were In¬ 
consistencies in his behavior that ap¬ 
parently cannot be explained. 

Like many Judges, he seemed never to 
reveal his innermost thoughts. Wisely, of 
course, he chose not to reply to newspaper 
criticism in those days of rabid political 
bias In newspaperlng. 

He was tall, handsome, generous, 
socially^ prominent, and a lifelong 
bachelor. His faithful friend. Peter O'Heil- 
ly. who sat with him during his last hours, 
could find him disagreeable at times. 

Apart from his love of the outdoors, 
good wine, singing, and tennis matches, 
his personal life Is almost a closed book. 
We re left wondering what, besides a 
sense of duty, ordered his life. Maybe It's 
all here, in his decisions, in the way he 
looked on human frailty. But read the book 
for yourself. You be the judge. 


Richard Adams Turnsto the Dog World

Richard Adams, like Tolkien 
and T. H. White, creates a 
complete and private world. It 
is an exciting place, precisely 
Imagined in enormous detail, 
which quickly encloses us In 
the grip of an unusual vision. It 
Is this imaginative power 
which makes Watership Down 
something more than a tale 
about talking rabbits. And 
Shardik (despite a narrative 
that bogs down in several sec¬ 
tions of the book) creates a 
haunting picture of a huge 
brown bear, the totem and vic¬ 
tim of primitive human beings. 
Both novels have the dark pull 
of myth. 

His new no^el. The Plague 
Dogs. shares those 
idiosyncratic qualities, 
although it also breaks new 
ground. For Adams now uses 
the real world, Eskdale In the 
English Lake District, as a 
springboard for bis startling 
imagination 

All Adams' books are partly 
adventure stories, and they aU 
Involve the flight of some 
animal from pain and exploita¬ 
tion The latest book concerns 
two dogs. Rowf and Snitter, 
who escape from an animal- 
research station. Their flight 
takes them into the mountains 
where, under the tutelage of a 
fox, they learn to survive 
against hunger and cold. 

The dogs' escape soon has 
repercussions throughout the 


neighborhood and then through 
the whole country. Local 
farmers discover the remains 
of dead sheep, and a hunt for 
the killers leads to disaster. 
Then a London newspaper.

eager to embarrass a 
government-supported agency, 
placed as It is in a National 
Park, sends one of its less 
scrupulous reporters to stir up 
trouble. 

The dogs, the newspaper 
hints, may be the carriers of 
bubonic plague, picked up from 
fleas during their escape from 
the research unit. Questions 
are asked in the House of Com¬ 
mons; the Dally Orator's 
readership swells as each 
morning brings them new sen¬ 
sation. Finally the army is cal¬ 


led out to track down the two 
escapees under the perverting 
eyes of the national news- 
media. 

As an adventure story, the 
novel is completely engrossing. 
It keeps us on tenterhtioks, anx¬ 
ious to learn the dogs' eventual 
fate. It Is also the vehicle for 
Adams' own crusade against 
the suffering animals undergo 
at the hands of Science. 

The novel's greatest 
strength, however. Is the way it 
draws us into that private 
world. We see everything 
through the dogs' eyes. And 
that dues not mean that Rowf 
and Snitter are human beings 
in doggy-disguise. They see the 
lakes and mountains, dustbins 
and letter-boxes from an en¬ 
tirely different angle, in a way 
that often shakes the validity of 
the human point of view. 

Both dogs, and their view of 
things, have been conditioned 
by past experience. Rowf has 
never had a human master. At 
the research station he has 
been used ui an experiment to 
test human endurance. At 
regular Intervals he has been 
farced Into a water-tank while 
the researchers coolly 
measure the time It takes him 


to reach drowning point. 
Ironically, this had given him a 
high resistance to the 
hardships he must meet in the 
mountains. 

knitter has been loved by a 
devoted master But since then 
he has been operated on so that 
his brain confuses exterior and 
interior sensations. He now 
sees the outside world as part 
of himself. 

In this way, Adams provides 
each dog with a distinctive 
"character.” For long 
stretches of the novel, we 
become Rowf or are whirled 
through the confused vision of 
the hallucinating Snitter. Shar¬ 
ing their lives, we are made to 
care about them as individuals. 

An Adams novel is always 
bulky; bis effects need time 
and room. He describes each 
episode in minute detail till we, 
too. share the pain, danger and 
suspense of the dogs truils: 

“Cramped In that funelled 
hole, he found himself, as he 
tried to stand, forced Into a 
curious posture, half 
crouching, his rump pressed 
tightly against the roof of the 
chute He could not maintain so 
unnatural a stance and alter a 
few moments fell forward, so 


that his head butted sharply 
against Rowf's rump. At the 
impact he felt the body give 
and move the least fraction — 
no more, perhaps, than the 
length of a tooth or claw. In 
frenzy, be pushed again and 
again with his head at the 
black, shaggy rump, which at 
each Impact slid almost im¬ 
perceptibly forward." 

Such detail creates 
"reality," solidity. It can also 
confuse. There were times 
when 1 wished the book came 
with a pull-out map showing 
the dogs' Journey in its en¬ 
tirety. Instead, there are a 
number of drawings to show 
the ground covered during 
several days. I was continually 
turning back to trace that sec¬ 
tion of the route until the next 
map platted a subsequent part 
of the Journey and the page- 
turning began all over again. 

And Adams Is so ardent in his 
protest against animal ex¬ 
perimentation that the book's 
"philosophy " (promised on the 
dust-jacket) is often ham- 
fisted. He sees the dilemma. 
Animals suffer in a way they 
cannot understand, without ex¬ 
periment on live animals, 
scientists will never find the 


He puts the argument In favor 
of such experiments as though 
it were a duty and his efforts 
"to be fair" have a singular 
lack of force. 


Consequently his ironies 
against the scientists land, for 
that matter, against the pop¬ 
ular news-media, politicians, 
and those who dislike animals) 
are crudely one-dimensional. 

Alas, too, the book's final 
pages are sentimental. By that 
I don't mean that he falls vic¬ 
tim to the "nice-doggie" feel¬ 
ings that he criticizes In others. 
It Is simply that the ending is 
over-neat and betrays the dark 
corners of the novel. It also 
necessitates a complete rever¬ 
sal in a number of characters. 

Yet, in a way, such lapses 
make Richard Adams the 
writer that he is; a novelist 
with laws unto himself. His 
narratives are full of odd 
quirks of style, echoes from 
epic, the ballads. Shakespeare, 
Sir Thomas Browne, or other 
writers who give him Joy. 

Those are the weak spots and 
the glories. But once let the 
novel take hold, all criticism 
gives way; the lapses become 
part of the book's flavor. 
Richard Adams is an 
"originaL" His Plague Dogs Is 
the reflection of that mhid and 
character Above all. It is an 
unforgettable experience.

Behind the Bamboo Curtain: 

A clear-eyed look at the new China 


Most people who po to China hope In 
pay a return visit, and the certain way to 
preclude this is to write a bonk, or even an 
article, deniprating the regime. So. 
despite the torrent of recent books on 
China, we remain largely in ignorance of 
the fate of the 800 million people who are 
as cut off from the world as were their 
ancestors in the Middle Kingdom, the 
isolationist and totalitarian Ming period, 
and we are left to believe what we choose 
to believe. 

One can understand gullible socialists 
returning starry-eyed from their 
restricted guided tours, but one Is dis¬ 
turbed by the gullibility of conservative in¬ 
tellectuals such as eminent Canadian 
geophysicist J Tuzo Wilson, who. after a 
brief controlled visit to the People's 
Republic, wrote a largely eulogistic ac¬ 
count of his experiences (Ilnglaz^Chlnal 
containing asinine phrases such as. 
"Thought may be controlled, but the mas¬ 
ses are being educated," 

There are hooks on modern China by 
weU-informc-d judges, books such as 
Origins of the Chinese Revolution, by Lu- 
cien Blanco. A History of the Chinese 
Communist Party and the Chinese Com¬ 
munist Party in Power, both by Jacques 
Gulllehnaz'. and the classic The Tragedy 
of the Chinese Revolution, by Harold R 
Isaacs, but all these are prolix 

* ★ * 

On a more popular level we have books 
by such people such as the brilliant and 
cynical Han Suyin. the naive Eldgar Snow, 
and the diplomatic scholar John King 
Fairbank Unfortunately, all are suspect, 
being self-appointed Maoist propagandists 
in the West They all know tlie score but 
they never reveal all they know. 

Whether one studies the writings of 
such people I have mentioned or opts for 
fiction in the form of the outstanding new 
novel of China. Dynasty, by Robert S. 
Klegant (McGraw-Hill Ryerson; $10 951 
China remains an enigma 

But now. just as 1 was beginning to 
despair of ever seeing Ireyond the red bam¬ 
boo screen, a book that demystifies China 
has appeared a b(K)k that perceives China 
with pitiless acuity. Its title is Chinese 
Shadows; it author Simon Leys. 

The author is a Belgian art historian 
who fell hopelessly in love with China and 
its people at 19 when he first visited the 
young People's Republic For the last 20 
years he has devoted himself exclusively 
to the study of China, its language, and its 


culture — and half of that period he spent 
continuously in the Far East 

As a scholar he was uninterested In 
politics — until 1988. when the tumultuous 
Cultural Revolution, which he observed 
from beginning to end from Hong Kong, 
forced him out of his comfortable Ig¬ 
norance. In 1971 he published a book about 
the Cultural Revolution based on direct 
and Irrefutable Chinese evidence To en¬ 
sure being able to return to China he used 
the pen-name Simon I.eys The de\ice 
worked and he was able to return to China 
twice more — and Chinese Shadows Is the 
result of these personal experiences 

As was bound to happen, the Maoist 
faithful tracked down his real identity and 
denoujsced him to the Peking authorities, 
so making it impossible for Pierre 
Ryckmans. alias Simon Leya, to return to 
the land he loves more than his own. 

Unlike your average tourist. Leys (we 
may as well call him that) knew exactly 
where he wanted to go and what he wanted 
to see. To his horror he found that teenage 
Red Guards, egged on by Man and his ter¬ 
magant wife, had destroyed "all the spr¬ 
ings of culture in all the fields" and that 
Chinese Intellectuals have been complete¬ 
ly purged, that much of Peking has been 
d^troyed. the ancient city walls and 
gates levelled and fabulous buildings torn 
(Jown to make way for factories and huge 
roadways. 

He found that of the hundreds of cities 
of China only about a dozen are partially 
open to foreigners, and that of the 800 mli- 
lion Chinese only about 80 are allowed to 
meet foreigners. Two or three writers 
represent the literary world, and the same 
Is true for scientists, scholars, and so on 
All foreigners who visit China meet 
members of this seleci group, for whom 
grating foreigners Is a full-time job 

Leys was for a time resident In China 
and. apart from the scholar-greeters and 
officially-supplied guides, no Chinese 
dared converse with him. a frustrating ex¬ 
perience for a man who speaks fluent Man¬ 
darin and Cantonese If he boarded a train 
nr entered a restaurant all Chinese were 
removed from his vicinity, and he dis¬ 
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covered that Chinese are forbidden lo 
enter hotels, restaurants and stores that 
cater to foreigners — just as ttiev were in 
colonial days! 

Remember. Leys loves China and the 
Chinese and he is apolitical, and it clearly 
pains him to have to report that the 
"ugliness and sadness of Ihe Maoist, 
cancer is gnawing away at the (ace of 
China.” He explains this cancer In page 
after depressing page of documented 
charges. 

Modern China, says Leys is ruled by a 
handful of insecure old men who in turn 
are ruled by a frighteningly large 
bureaucracy which In turn rules Ihe people 
absolutely by constantly revised edicts ex¬ 
pressed in communistic jargon and the 
bewildering doublespeak of the thoughts of 
Mao ("Truth Is quite often the position of 
Ihe minority"; "The minority must 
always submit to Ihe decisions of the ma¬ 
jority"; "Respect for majority voting is a 
bourgeois superstition" ) 

The cynicism ‘of the regime Is ex¬ 
emplified by the order lo photograph an¬ 
cient monuments, buildings, gates and 
walls to prove, in official publications cir¬ 
culated abroad, how much China values its 
past — and then ordering the destruction 
of these ancient glories to compel their 
own people to break with the past. 

It's true that Leys Is an art historian 
and therefore feels this vandalism more 


deeply than most. And It's true that he 
writes with Indignation, but his rage Ik 
controlled. And along with the passion, 
irony. Indignation and fervor, the author's 
erudition and intense love of China always 
shines through the sardonic brilliance of 
his provocative and beautifully written 
prose. 

(>ie is saddened by the evidence — too 
much to quote as it appears on almost 
every page — that the minds of millions 
have be^ dulled by regimentation and. 
fear, that China's long heritage of 
literature, music, opera and art has been 
wiped dut. and that following the 1986 
purge universities have become a 
uuK'kery. with teachers ordered to raise 
the matxs of dull and incapable students 
(all of whom are now activists or children 
of poor peasants) to ensure their passing 
all exams 

The real heresy of Chinese Shadow s of 
course. Is that Leys shows the late 
Chairman Man lo have been the villain of 
Ihe piece, and that his presence paralyzed 
China's intellectual strength He does this 
tellinglv by frequently quoting from the 
works of George Orwell, as befits one who 
writes in the Orwellian tradition

leys says that rereading Orwell s 1984. 
written before the People s Republic was 
founded, "one Is aghast at its uncanny 
prophetic quality " He adds that 'without 
ever dreaming of Man's (hina. Orwell suc- 
.-eeded In describing it. down lo concrete 
iletalls of daily life, with more truth and 
accuracy than most researchers who 
come back from Peking lo tell us Ihe real 
truth' " 

If that is so. and one has no reason to 
doubt Ley's work, then this Belgian 
scholar's observations and Insights are of 
major Importance. Chinese Shadows is not 
an objective book, it couldn't be when ob¬ 
jectivity requires detachment or indif- 
terence. and clearly Leys is incapable of 
either where China la concerned , 

Hut Chinese Shadows deserves a wide 
readersliip. (or apart from the polllical 
controversy, the reminder to people of un¬ 
palatable (acts and events that have been 
deliberately suppressed or forgotten, the 
writer is a cultural analyst of remarkable 
subtlety and power, and his book Is a 
literary document of profound originality

Until two years ago. the 
name Terence Michael Short! 
was relatively unknown in 
Canada outside his Immediate 
circle of associates — the 
technical staffs of natural 
history museums. He was a 
respected oinltliologist, self- 
tal^ht. and a brilliant artist, 
but his gifts as an author 
remained relatively untapped 
Then, in 1975, Shortt s first 
book — Not As the Crow Flies 
— appeared, and to artist and 
ornithologist could now be ad¬ 
ded. writer. 

Not As the Crow Flies hud 
been eagerly awaited by those 
who knew Shortt. They were 
not disappointed fur in Iks pages 
they found the man (hey knew 
so well While simply described 
as a random selection of 
stories of the field experiences 
of Short! and his associates 
during his years as a collector 
for various institutions, in 
various parts of the world. Not 
As the Crow Flies was in fact a 
humorous, lively narrative 
which, despite the purpose of 
those trips — to kill birds — 
was a delight to read. Shiutt's 
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wry humor shone through on 
almost every page. His (Iraw- 
ings of the biiMs he wrote 
about, a delight in tlicmseivcs. 
were still secondary to his nar¬ 
rative. 

Now. Shortt's second book — 
Wild Birds of Canada and the 
Americas — has been released 
and this time. Ihe shoe is on the 
other loot. Where Not as Ihe 
Crow Flies will be 
remembered for its narrative. 
Wild Birds of Canada and the 
Americas will live in the minds 
of those who see it mainly as a 
vehicle (or Shortt's field 
sketches and paintings. 

Sketching and painting 
freshly killed specimens In the 
field is a specialized technical 
necessity when collecting (or 
display; they are the means by 
which many of the transitory 
colors of these specimens. 


coinrs which fade with death, 
are preserved. As such, one 
might properly expert field 
paintings U) be little mure than 
lifeless sketches with daubs of 
color In the appropriate places. 
Such is not the case with 
Shunt's paintings.There Is a 
feeling of life to them that 
belies their purpose. Iliey are, 
in fact, isirtraita which pain¬ 
stakingly capture the subtlest 
detail of color..contour, and ex¬ 
pression. which is all the more 
remarkable when the condi¬ 
tions under which tome of 
them were painted are con¬ 
sidered These are not the work 
of an artist's studio but of the 
searing heat of the desert, the 
steaming humidity of the 
jungle, and the Insect-Infested 
barrens of the tundra. 

Again, in addition lo his color 
paintings, Shortt has made am¬ 
ple use of his delightful black-

and-while drawings in Wild 
Birds of Canada and the 
Americas. 

But what of the text of 
Shortt s second book? I pur¬ 
posely delayed discussing this 
aspect of the work to dwell on 
Its positive aspects, and tbd 
text of Wild Birds of Canada 
and Ihe Americas is not one of 
its positive aspects. 1'his as.sess- 
ment is not made in a vacuum. It 
is almost totally the result of 
reading Stiortl s first bsik and 
elqiecUng more of the same. 

Wild Biids of Canada and the 
Americas Is no Not As the 
Crew Flies. It is. in fact, a 
curious attempt to conslrurt a 
bird book around the author's 
paintings, curious because 
Wild Birds of Canada and the 
Americas Is not a textbook, but 
seems to have unfortuanle text 
book aspirations In treating 
the science of ornithology little 
of Shortt's own personality 
shines through, and Ihe result 
Is a sometimes pedantU: dis¬ 
course on the ccxifuslons of tax¬ 
onomy — which have their 
place, but not In a book such as 
this. 
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
